Her quota 
was $161,050.

ombE2UP county with a quota of $795,900, 
wired on Saturday night that the first 
day’s sales had totaled $799,200, $3,300 
more than the quota. Ely R. Callaway, 
county chairman, reports that this re- 
sult is largely due to the work of the 
chairmen of the three districts in the 
county: J. E. Dunson, of LaGrange; W. 
C. Lanier, of West Point, and W. E, 
Johnson, of Hogansville. 

Emanuel county also reported that her 
quota would be reached by nightfall. 

Gullman, Ala., a community largely 
populated by German-born citizens, re- 
ported that her quota was filled early 
in the day, while the little town of 
Calera, Ala., wired “Over the top at 
12:01 a. ‘m.” 

Liberty Loan War Exhibit Train No. 
1, made its first stop at Lithonia and 
despite a heavy rainfall, exhibited the 
war relics and sold $8,000 of the bonds. 

Train No. 2 first stopped at Opelika, 
Ala., where @lso a heavy rain did not 
deter a large crowd from buying $15,- 
000 of bonds. 

Name Ships and Tanks. 

Much interest was created through- 
out the district on Saturday morning 
when the announcement was made 
from the headquarters of St. Elmo Mas. 
sengale, publicity director for the dis- 
trict, that ten new American warships 
and ten of the new American tanks 
would be named after towns and com- 
munities in the sixth district. 

Communities making the best records 
in subscriptions for the Liberty Loan 
during the present drive are to have 
the honor of selecting the names for 
these ships and tanks, and it is confi- 
dently expected that there will be keen 
competition for this honor. 

Conditions attendant upon the nam- 
ing of these ships and tanks include 
that they shall be named only for coun- 
ties or towns, and that in each case 
the prefix “Liberty” shall be used, if 
possible. 

Six of the ships and six of the tanks 
are to be competed for by states. The 
town of more than 5,000 population in 
each state which has the biggest per- 
centage of subscribers, based upon the 
1910 census, will be the winner of the 
ship contest for that state. Likewise 
the counties of each state will compete 
for the honor of christening the tanks, 

The remaining four tanks and four 
ships will be competed for on the same 
basis by the entire six states at large, 
the only provision being that no town 
or county can christen more than one. 
It is expected that strong efforts will 
be put forth by each of the six states 
to bring all four of the open contests 
to that state, thus making 4 total of 
five of each for that state. . 

This method of christening the ships 
is allowable by reason of the courtesy 
of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, who has abro- 
gated her own privilege of naming the 
ships of the navy in this manner.

NO PRIMROSE PEACE 
AWAITING. BULGARS 
AT HANDS OF ALLIS 


Bulgars Must Break With 
Turkey, Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Also De- 
mobilize Army. 


BULGARS MUST RETURN 
TO BULGAR TERRITORY 


Questions Involving Greece 
and Serbia to Be Settled 
Later—England Transmits 
Reply of Allies to Bulgar 
Capital. 


London, September 28.—Great Brit- 
ain has replied to the Bulgarian re- 
quest for an armistice. The reply, it ig 
Stated, is fully covered by the answer 
given the Bulgarian representatives by 
the commander of the allied army on 
the Macedonian front. By this reply 
it is perfectly well defined that no 
military operations can be suspended. 
At the same time regarding the pro- 
posal that duly accredited Bulgarian 
representatives should confer with the 
allies on the question of peace it has 
been made quite clear to the Sofia 


sovernment that such a peace neces- | 


earily involves a complete rupture by 
the Bulgarian government with Tur- 
key, Germany and Austria-Hungary. 

The allied governments necessarily 
demand every guarantee which they 
consider necessary to them to safe- 
guard their military operations and 
prevent the dispatch of German troops 
to Bulgaria. 

In discussing the Bulgarian proposal 
it is pointed out the allies have no in- 
tention of attempting to make a final 
territorial settlement in the Balkans, 
which obviously must be a matter for 
consideration at the peace conference, 

The question, it is Stated, is one of 
the conclusion of such a military 
agreement as would prevent any fur- 
ther danger from the Bulgarian side 
to the operations of the allies in the 
Balkans. 

This implies the demobilization of 
the Btigarian army or its employment 
elsewhere against Bulgaria’s present 
allies. 

No steps in the territoria] questions 
involved will be taken without the 
fullest co-operation and support of 
Greece and Serbia, but one of the es- 
sentials of any preliminary agreement 


must be the evacuation by Bulgaria of 


all territory outside Bulgaria occu- 
pied by her armies since the outbreak 
of the war. 

If the terms laid down which have 
been despatched to Sofia are not ac- 
ceptable to the Malinoff government, 
the allied powers, it is added, have no 
further conditions to propose and it 
will rest with Bulgaria to find other 
representatives who can accept these 


‘conditions. 


STATEMENT . 
BY BULGARIA. 


London, September 28.—An official 
Bulgarian statement dat®d September 
24 announces that Bulgaria has initiat«- 
ed a proposition for obtaining an ar- 
mistice and peace. 

The official announcement reads: 

“In view of the conjuncture of cir- 
cumstances which have recently arisen 
and after the position had been jointly 
discussed with all competent authori- 
ties, the Bulgarian government, desir- 
ing to put an end to the bloodshed, 
authorized the commander-in-chief of 
the army to propose to the generalis- 
simo of the armies of the entente at 
Saloniki a cessation of hostilities and 
the entering into of negotiations for 
obtaining an armiStice and peace. 

“The members of the Bulgarian dele- 
gation left yesterday evening in order 
to get into touch with the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the entente belligerents.” 

The statement was i transmitted 
through .the German semi-official 
Wolff bureau, which added to the text 
the following note: 

“The report of the departure of the 
delegation is incorrect.” 


The Wolff bureau's note apparently 
was appended prior to the develop- 
ments reported yesterday of the Bul-

GOING BY BOARD 


Certain Defeat for Amend- 

ment in the Senate—Ad- 
vocates May Not Force 
Vote on Amendment. 


Washington, September 28.—With 
certain defeat or withdrawal admitted 
to be the only present alternatives, 
the house resolution proposing sub- 
mission to the states of the Susan B. 
Anthony equal suffrage amendment 
furnished another sharp but brief fight 
in the senate today and then went over 
until Monday. In the meantime con- 
ferences will be held between the sup- 
porters to decide whether on Monday 
it shall be brought to a vote, with de- 
feat apparently assured, or again be 
laid aside indefinitely. 


Able te Defeat Resolution. 

Facing a filibuster begun today by 
opponents of the resolution, loss of the 
vote of Senator Benet, of South Caro- 
lina, who had been counted among the 
supporters, but who today announced 
he would vote in the negative, and also 
absence of many senators supporting 
the resolution, the woman suffrage 
forces were on the defensive. That 
the opposition is strong enough to de- 
feat the resolution was conceded. both 
by Senators Pittman, of Nevada, dem- 
ocrat, and Smoot, of Utah, republican, 
who have worked actively in its be- 
half.

the German defenses on four wide and 
important sectors. The enemy is faced 
with the greatest allied offensive ef- 
fort since the beginning of the war. 

On all the _ sectors the _ British, 
French, American and Belgium troops 
are progressing successfully. Serious 
inroads ‘are being made into the Ger- 
man defensive system north of Ypres, 
around Cambrai, north of the Aisne 
and on the Champagne-Verdun sector. 
Additional prisoners have been added 
to the alljed total of 27,000 for the last 
three days, and several hundred more 
guns of all calibers have been taken 
from the enemy.

VITAL SUCCESSES. 


Vital successes are being gained by 
the British in their new drive for Cam- 
brai, in which American troops are 
aiding in the region west of Le Catelet.

BELGIANS BAG 


MANY PRISONERS. : 

London, September 28.—In their at- 
tack today between Ypres and Dixmude 
the Belgians made an advance of more 
than three and a half miles, taking 
4,000 prisoners. 

The British and Belgians have taken 
the town of Poelcapelle and have ad- 
vanced on the whole front for a dis- 
tance of from two-to three miles. The 
allied forces have outflanked Passchen- 
daele ridge on the north and are ad- 
vancing towards Roulers, 

The official communication from Bel- 
gian headquarters tonight says: 

“We attacked this morning between 
Dixmude and north of Ypres after vio- 
lent artillery preparation, in co-opera- 
tion with French and British batteries.” 

“The British fleet bombarded the 
enemy coastal defenses and points of 
communication. The Belgian and Brit- 
ish infantry then advanced and attack- 
ed the positions. We captured all the 
organized lines of defense in the first 
position. Crossing this, we carried the 
second position, which wag strongly 
organized. 

“Despite the resistance and vain 
counter attacks against the Staden 
railway we captured the whole forest 
of Hauthulst. 

“We.captured territory to the line 
of Woumen, Pierkenshoek, Schaep, Bail- 
lie and Broodseynde. 

“The advance amounted to more than 
six kilometers and 4,000 prisoners were 
taken by the Belgtans. The booty, 
which has not yet been counted, in- 
cludes a complete battery of 150 milli- 
meters, other heavy caliber guns and 
important material. The number of 
dead bodies on the field shows the 
extent of the enemy losses.” 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
FORT MALMAISON, 
BULWARK OF LAON 


Paris, September 28.—General Mangin 
has captured Fort Malmaison, one of 
the strongholds southwest of Laon, ac- 
cording to the war office announcement 
tonight. He now holds this position 
strongly. 

The French day statement reads: 

“At 5:30 o’clock this morning, French 
troops continued the attack and took 
possession of the village of Somme-Py. 
They also captured the heights north 
of Fontaine-en-Dormoise. We took 
additional prisoners and captured sev- 
eral guns. The battle continues. 

“Between the Ailette and the Aisne 
the pressure of the French troops con- 
tinued last night and this morning.

The secretary 
spent more than an hour im the vicini- 
ty of cages holding German prisonefs. 

One cage inspected by Secretary 
Baker contained 2,000 prisoners. When 
the secretary appeared American offi- 
cers commanded the Germans to stand 
at attention. All except one, an offi- 
cer, leaped to their feet and a pull on 
the shoulders of the German officer 
by an American sergeant soon brought 
him to his feet. 

Speaking in German the secretary | 
asked the prisoners questions regard- 
ing conditions within the German 


lines and what the soldiers thought of 
the war. 

The trousers of one had been patch- 
ed. The secretary noticed this and 
asked about it. The prisoner explained 
that each German regiment had a 
tailor’s kit. 

Secretary Baker gave orders that 
the prisoners be given food as soon as 
possible after being brought to the 
rear. The secretary was told that the 
(sermans had heard of American canned 
beef and that they always asked for 
it first after being captured. White 
breac came second in their desires. 

A German officer who wore a mono- 
ele and carried a cane resembled the 
German crown prince. He attracted 
much attention from the secretary's 
party. 

The secretary shook hands with all 
the military police on duty at the cage 
and watched the army photographers 
taking pictures of the prisoners and 
the crowded corrals. 

ffnother cage visited by the secretary 
contained 1,300 prisoners. These were 
furnished with American blankets and 
meses kits before being taken to the 
rear. 

Among the prisoners taken by the 
Americans were fifteen soldiers of a 
Hungarian division, whose position was 
astride the Meuse river. 

To the east of the Meuse more than 
100 men from the Hungarian division 
were captured by the French who were 
co-operating with the Americans. 

Upon many German prisoners cap- 
tured by the Americans was found 
American propaganda which had been 
dropped - behind the German lines a 
week ago by American aviators. These 
leaflets told of the actual treatment 
afforded to German prisoners taken by 
Americans as an offset to the report 
that German officers were telling Ger- 
man privates that the Americans killed 
all prisoners after torturing them.

Crosland, representing thé three classi- 
fication territories. ‘ith them during 
all conferences sat Joseph Colquitt, as 
the representative of the interstate 
commerce commission. More than 10,000 
changes of the three classifications 
have been made.” 

Regarding the necessity for and the 
history of freight classifications Mr. 
Van Arsdel said, “In making the price 
for any commodity, and we consider 
freight transportation a commodity, a 
comparison must be made and those 
articles that are analogous or that 
compete with one another must bear 
some relation one to the other as to 
price. This consideration has been ap- 
preciated from the very beginning of 
commercial freight transportation in 
this country and from the very outset 
groupings were made and these gradu- 
ally developed into classifications. 

“In the early days each railway made 
its own classification and in some in- 
stances more than one was in use on 
a single line, there being at one time 
more than 180 of these classificatioms 
in the east alone. The first official 
classification was adopted in 1887 and 
this applied generally throughout the 
territory north of the Ohio and east 
of a line running from Chicago to St. 
Louis. 


Classifications Adopted. 


“In 1889 what is now known.as west- 
ern classification was adopted by a 
number of roads operating west of the 
territory just described. In the same 
year the lines in the south adopted a 
southern classification. In earlier days 
the matter of classification was of 
course entirely in the hands of railway 
officials and it was therefore possible 
for them by means of preferential rat- 
ings to add materially to building up 
of certain sections of the country. 

‘In 1913, however, the interstate com- 
merce commission in considering a pro- 
posed western classification, took the 
carriers severely to task for their old 
methods of procedure and insisted that} 


, Shippers be given advance notice as to| 


proposed changes in classifications and 
an opportunity to be heard with ref- 
erence thereto. Since that time the 
‘three great classification committees 
(have issued dockets showing just what 
they propose doing in the way of mak- 
ing changes and have given interested 
shippers a chance to be heard before 
making them. 

“It has been compulsory for new 
classifications, or supplements, to be 
filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission thirty days before they could 
| become effective and if they do not meet 
'the approval of the commission it has 
the authority under law to suspend and 
. to make an investigation on its own 
initiative as to the justness of the 
| proposals and to issue an order based 
| upon its own investigation. 


Method Still in Effect. 


“This method of procedure its sub- 
stantially still in effect, except that the 
director general now has the power to 
'initiate new rates and new classifica- 
' tions, if hé@ so desires. 

“In arranging the present hearings 
with a view to giving shippers every 
opportunity to protest the advances and 
-to put them on notice of the possibility 
of changes, approximately 15,600 copies 
of the book were mailed out to ship- 
pers and wide publicity given to the 
hearings.

Those Asking for Exemption 
Same as Those Ready to 
Serve--Lawyers Must 
Not Take Fees.

explains itself: 

Editor Constitution: I have noted with 
great regret that in one or two communt- 
ties of the state formal action has been 
taken by the bar, or by some members 
thereof, in the way of making an agree-, 
ment to charge certain fees of registrants, 
for preparing for them their answers to| 
their questionnaires where the registrant 
claims exemption or deferred classification. : 
I want to raise a word of objection and 
protest on this subject while it is still» 
young. i 

Bection 45 of the selective service regu- 
lations provides for legal advisory board 
composed of disinterested lawyers and oth- | 
ers, to attend at places to be fixed, for) 
the purpose of advising and assisting reg-. 
istrants in answering these questionnaires | 
which the registrants are required by law, 
to make, and which they cannot make | 
without the high and disinterested assist- 
ance of the members of the bar. 

Section 46 declares that the execution. 
of this law “should be regarded as 4 5Sys- 
tematized effort of the citizenry of the 
whole United States, organized and com- 
pacted to meet the present emergency, 
and that “every citizen has a duty to give 
his best endeavor to the success of this 
undertaking, according to his qualifications 
and talents, and all lawyers should regard 
it as their duty to identify themselves with | 
the advisory boards freely and without com- | 
pensation, to give their best service to the | 
United States.”’ 

Section 203 of the regulations provide | 
that “the service of members of legal 
advisory boards shall be uncompensated. 

By section 39 of the regulations the} 
governor is requested to ‘constitute legal | 
advisory boards wherever it shall be con- 
venient to registrants, to whom the regis- 
trants may apply for all necessary advice 
and assistance in preparing claims in ques- 
tionnaires, or other papers required by the 
regulations, fo be submitted to a registrant. | 

Question of Compensation. 

The chairman of the cegtral committee 
of the legal advisory boa has submitted 
to me a grave question as to whether mem- 
bers of the bar who charge compensation 
for these services are guilty of a penal 
offense in making charges for these serv-) 
ices, and whethere they are, therefore, with- | 
in the terms of section 6 of the selective ; 
service act, which provides as follows: 

“Any person charged as herein pro- 


vided with the duty of carrying into \ 


effect any of the provisions of this 
act, or the regulations made, or direc- 


tions given thereunder, who shall fail 
or neglect to perform such duty, and 
any person charged with such duty, or 
having and exercising any authority 
under said act, rsgulations or directions, 
who, in any manner, shall fail or neglect 
to fully perform any duty required wf 
him in the execution of this act, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor.”

T GERMAN TRAINS 


diers and Few Germans 
Were Left — Hard Fight- 
ing in the Argonne Forest. 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, September 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Two trains 
with German troops were caught by 
the fire of American batteries as they 
were entering Brieulles this afternoon. 
The artillerists opened fire soon after 
the trains were first sighted by observ- 
ers. When the shell smoke cleared 
away only a few of the Germans were 
in evidence. 

No German tanks were encountered 
after the bombardment of the Brieulles 
region, although previously the enemy 
had a number of these machines in ac- 
tion. ) 

South of the Meuse, in the region of 
Vilosnes, the Americans captured a 
of German ammunition 
and supplies. , 

There were German supply stations 
of various kinds in the region of 
Dannevoux, from which the enemy was 
unable to withdraw his material be- 
cause of the fire from American long- 
range guns which had the range of the 
bridges across the Meuse. 

German Airmen Attack. 

At intervals during the day German 
aviators attacked the Americans in this 
sector with machine guns, but were 
driven off by the anti-aircraft forces 
moving with the infantry. 

A counter attack by German infantry 
along the elbow of the Meuse north of 
Dannevoux was repulsed this morning 
by the Americans. The assault by the 
enemy was preceded by a feeble artil- 
lery preparation. Many Germans were 
killed in the operation and a consider- 
able number taken prisoner. 

High explosive shells from the Amer- 
ican big guns are now reaching far 
beyond the German lines. Fires at 
Brieulles and at other points are at- 
tributed to the work of the American 
gunners.

ALASKA IS FIRST

Every Town, Village and 
Fishing Camp in Territory 
“Over the Top” and Anx- 
ious to Do More. 


Washington, September 28.—Mes- 
sages from all sections of the United 
States reached the treasury depart- 
ment today, almost simultaneously 
with the opening of the campaign for 
the fourth Liberty Loan, telling of vil- 
lages, towns and cities which had, 
within a few hours, subscribed their 
quota of the $6,000,000,000 total. 

The first report came from the ter- 
ritory of Alaska. A message reached 
the treasury soon after Secretary Mc- 
Adoo arrived at his desk, saying that 
the Alaska Packers’ association, of 
San Francisco, with a subscription of 
$1,370,000, had completed the entire 
loan allotment for every town, village 
and fishing camp in the territory. A 
telegram received from Juneau  to- 
night, however, said: “All communi- 
ties are ambitious to more than double 
their allotments.”’ 

Parades and other patriotic demon- 
strations marked the opening of the 
campaign throughout the nation, while 
news from the war fronts in Europe, 
particularly from the sectors where 
American troops were driving forward, 
added to the impetus of the first day’s 
cajnpaign. 

While reports were received from 
scores of communities reporting over- 
subscriptoins of allotments on the ini- 
tial day of the great campaign, it was 
pointed out that the speedy and ef- 
fective organization in smaller places 
which served to complete the allotted 
task so qickly had not brought in sums 
which will bulk largely when compared 
with the $6,000,000,000. The treasury, 
in a statement tonight, said that the 
selling stride would scarcely be struck 
over the entire country before next 
week. 

“It will be impossible to predict be- 
fore that time whether the campaign 
may be said to have started success- 
fully,” the statement said. “The most 
encouraging note of all in today’s re- 
port is that all comunities realize that 
the country has before it an enormous 
task in the raising of $6,000,000,000.

The big formal review by General 
Sage and Colonel Getty will take place 
at 10 o’clock Friday morning.

The musical carnival, which will be- 
gin promptly at 2:30 o’clock, will be 
featured by the appearance of a mili- 
tary band of about 200 pieces, selected 
from all the camp bands. 

The musical gelections which the 
consolidated military band of Camp 
Gordon are rehearsing for performance 
at the consolidated band concert and 
military tournament are varied and in- 
teresting. The program ts to be opened 
by a fanfare from the bugle corps of 
fifty selected buglers, followed by a 


march, during which the bands march 
upon:the field, countermarch and final- 
ly halt at a position facing the com- 
manding general and his staff. After 
mass singing and an exhibition calis- 
thenic drill, “Semper Fidelis,” one of 
the most popular marches of John 
Phillip Sousa, the march king, is 
scheduled. 


Band Concert Numbers. 


The next event is a close-order drill, 
and this is followed by the overture, 
“Poet and Peasant,” by Suppe. This 
well-known overture probably enjoys a 
greater popularity than any ever writ- 
ten. It abounds with life, color and 
variety, and has been played by bands 
and orchestras the world over. The 
stately introduction, with its beautiful 
cornet solo, is followed by, a brilliant 
movement in four and two-four rhythm, 
which, after being contrasted with a 
dainty waltz theme, is devolepd to a 
thrilling climax. 

he next musical number is the de- 
scriptive suite—“Atlantis,” by Saf- 
ranek. “Atlantis” ig a mythological 
continent mentioned in Plato’s history, 
supposed to stretch across the Atlantic 
ocean approximately from Europe to 
Yucatan. This continent, it is be- 
lieved, was the home of a great race 
which conquered and civilized the 
world. The Azores islands are con- 
sidered to be the tops of its lofty moun- 
tains, and are all that now remains 
above water of the great continent. 
The first movement is entitled “Nocturn 
and Morning Hymn of Praise.” The 
people are assembled in the temple, 
worshiping. The second movement is 
a gavotte entitled, “A Court Function,” 
and depicts a ball at the court of the 
king. The third movement, entitled 
“I Love Thee,” depicts a love scene 
between the prince and his beautiful 
sweetheart, Asna. The final movement 
is entitled “The Destruction of At- 
lantis.” In this movement the mighty 
tumult of volcanic eruptions, the crum- 
bling of the temple, the despairing 
death struggles of the prince and the 
people and the on-rushing waves of 
the ocean, are expressed. 

The program closes with Sousa’s most 
popular march, “The Stars and Stripes 
Forever,” after which the bugles sound 
retreat and the band plays “The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” and the audience is 
dismissed.

Are Reported at Camp Gordon 


I LUTENANT ANDREWS 


GEN COU DE GUERRE 


Old Berry Schools Graduate | 
\. Accounts for Two Huns in 
Thrilling Adventure. 


Lieutenant Maurice Neil Andrews, oli 
graduate of the Berry schools at Rome, 
Ga., who has recently been recommend- 
ed by a high French officer for the 
Croix de Guerre with the palm, in a 
most interesting letter to a friend 
tells of a thrilling experience he had 
on the front line, in which he account- 
ed for two Germans with a rifle. 

Lieutenant Andrews was awarded the 
Croix de Guerre for the utmost courage 
and bravery .in action, carrying the 
wounded to dressing stations and at- 
tending them under one of the hottest 
bombardments of the war. He also 
daringly led patrols into the enemy 
-Jines and carried messages through the 
barrage where others failed. 

This officer taught a rural school in 
his home county prior to entering the 
service. 
Georgians who will be interested 
hear of the honors he has won 
France. 

Interesting extracts from his letter 
are as follows: 

“We have just been in some very 
heavy fighting. I found myself alone 
the other day under a heavy machine 
gunfire and stayed long enough to put 
two Boches on the blink. We had re- 
ceived instructions to move our head- 
_ quarters further up, and were going 
along at a great rate when a machine 
gun which had been overlooked in the 
advance opened fire on us at close 
range. 

“We meade for cover. I was the only 
aaam in the crew with a rifle, and wher 
we were ordered to go back to the old 
pdésition I decided to lle still behind 
an old l and do some sniping. 

“Two of the Huns, thinking we had 
gone, went across the road for ammu- 
nition—that is they started—now I 
have two notches on my rifle. I had 
to stay still in a ditch until dark. They 
were surprised to see me at headquar- 
ters, and one of the officers who fired 
with a pistol 300 yards away tried to 
claim one of my dead Huns—as if he 
could hit a man at 300 yards with a

Only 962 Men Sufficiently 

Sick to Go to the Hospital. 
120 Cases of Pneumonia 
and Eight Convalescents 
in Camp — Situation Still 
Encouraging. 


There are now 1,893 cases of Spanish 
influenza in Camp Gordon, if this is 
the correct name of the epidemic that 
if prevalent among the men of the 


camp's forces, according to the state- 
ment of the camp surgeon Saturday. 


Of this number, it is added, exactly 


962 patients are sick enough to be con- 
fined in the base hospital, the remain- 
der of them being carried on sick list 
in quarters. 

In addition to the 1,893 cases of in- 
fluenza there are 120 cases of pneu- 
monia in the camp and eight pneumonia 
patients are listed as convalescent. 

A majority of the replacement com- 
panies are now under quarantine as 
the result of the influenza epidemic, 
and all soldiers in the camp are re- 
quired to use a special gargie recom- 
mended by the camp surgeon several 
times each day. 

Looking at these facts in the right 
light, ne Gordon can be said to be 
suffering little from sickness occa- 
sioned by the evidemic. Not one death 
has occurred and no dangerous cases 
of influenza aré reported. Only a small 
percentage of the patients are really 
sick and only one-half of them are in 
the hospital. 

Companies are quarantined auto- 
matically upon the appearance of even 
one slight case of influenza, and in 
many cases units are banned for only 
one or two cases. 

Tests of the disease prevalent in the 
camnp have not yet been completed, so 
officials are as yet unable to determine 
exactly whether it is Spanish influenza 
that is affecting the men. 

Splendid medical attention and the 
Immediate sanitary ,regulation issued 
by the commanding general upon the 
recommendation of Colonel Woodward, 
the camp surgeon, are undoubtedly 
largely responsible for the degree in 
which the disease has been kept in 
hand to date. 


320TH CELEBRATES

That the boys of the 326th Infantry 
regiment, a unit of the old Eighty-sec- 
ond division, trained at Camp Gordon,

gor William A. Jones, of the second 
attalion of this well-known unit, tell- 
ing of the celebration in France of 
the first anniversary of the regiment. 

Major Jones’ letter is written to his 
father, Colonel T. H. Jones, who for 
many years has been prominent in in- 
surance circles of Atlanta. Major Jones 
lives in Jacksonville, Fla. He attended 
the first training camp at Fort McPher- 
son, Was a captain in the Spanish- 
American war, commanding a company 
in the Third United States Volunteers, 
and was campaigned in Cuba for nine 
months.

A blessed invitation indeed! 


Seemingly faint at heart over the 
unbelief of the people, our Lord had 
sought strength in prayer. With the 
soulful eloquence characteristic of the 
anguish-laden communion which at 
recurrent periods He had with the 
Father, the Savior voiced His rever- 
ent gratitude that God had imparted 
a testimony of the truth to the hum- 
ble and lowly whom He likened unto 
trusting babes, rather than unto men 
proud in their learning and arrogant 
in self-assumption. 

Then turning to the common peo- 
ple, the multitude who had just wit- 
nessed His miracles and listened to 
His lofty yet simple precepts, He 
urged anew their acceptance of Him 
and His Gospel in one of the grandest 
outpourings.of spiritual emotion re- 
corded for man to read. 


His summoning yet pleading call 
was addressed to priest-ridden and 
Rome-governed Jews. Many of them 
yearned for release from thraldom, 
but the national spirit had been so 
broken that most of them had be- 
come inured to vassalage and tolerant 
of bondage. 7 

The priestly hierarchy was boast- 
ful of its.status, and strove effectively 
to deceive the people into the belief 
that they were free while sweating 
under the burdens of unrighteous ex- 
action. 

What had Christ to offer in mitiga- 
tion of their grievous state? Cer- 
tainly not the emancipation for which 
false rabbinical precept had led them 
to look—the re-establishment of fe 
throne of David as an earthly king- 
dom, destined to subjugate all other 
nations by force of arms and make 
supreme the scentor of rehabilitated 


Israel. 

Christ’s kingdom was not, is not, 
nor ever shall be a merely secular or 
political dominion. His and 
crown are not of earthly make. 

The people of Israel had brought 
themselves into bondaage. .Their van- 
ished glory and fallen status had 
been foretold as an alternative fate, 
which would fall upon them if they de- 
parted from the covenant and proved 
recreant to the God of their fathers. 
But more burdensome than Roman 
mastership was the literal serfdom of 
priestly misrule. Rome was tolerant 
and conciliatory, while those who for 
the time sat in Moses’ seat gloried in 
the shackles they had riveted upon 
the people through a blasphemous 
misapplication of the Law. 

To the overladen and weary Jews 
came the offer of rest and peace. The 
Lord pleadingly invited them from 
drudgery to pleasant service, from the 
well-nigh  W ble burdens of 
eccl -exaction and traditional 
formalism to the liberty of true wor- 
ship, from slavery to freedom. 


The Gospel He offered was and is 
the embodiment of liberty, untainted 
by selfish license. True, it entailed 
obedience and submission; but even 
if such could be likened unto a yoke, 
what was its burden in comparison 
with the incubus under which they 
groaned? 

The offer, the call, the invitation, is 

in full force and effect today. Trans- 
gression of the law is primarily or in- 
directly the cause of all suffering. 
Obedience to righteous law is the 
price of liberty. In such obedience 
lies happiness. 
‘ By a government of the people, ad- 
ministered in equity, every man is un- 
der wholesome restriction, in compli- 
ance with which he finds privilege 
and protection. 

Irresponsibility is directly opposed 
to enduring freedom. But what are 
the restraints of democracy in con- 
trast with enslavement under auto 
cratic rule? How easy the yoke, how 
light the burden, and how glorious 
the blessings of righteous govern- 
nent! 

The Gospel of Jesus Christ is the 
expression of the eternal truth that 
shall make men free. It imposes obe- 
dience, compliance, voluntary submis- 
sion as the conditions of enfranchise- 
ment in the Kingdom of God, In its 
conflict with sin the Gospel neither 
slays nor makes men prisoners. Its 
weapons are persuasion, invitation 
and awakening summons. Its antag- 
onists suffer self-inflicted punishment, 
bring up themselves imprisonment 
within the bars of lost opportunity, 
and formulate their own sentence of 
eventual] banishment as alien enemies 
of the truth. 

Liberty through obedience was the 
theme of Benjamin, the ancient 
prophet and kifg who thus addressed 
his penitent people, respecting their 
acknowledgment of Christ as the au- 
thor of salvation: 

“And under this head, ye are made 
free, and there is no other head where- 
by ye can be made free. There Is no 
other name given whereby salvation 
cometh; therefore, | would that ye 
should take upon you the name of 
Christ, all you that have entered Into 
the covenant with God, that ye should 
be obedient unto the end of your 
lives.” (Book of Mormon, Mosiah 
5:8). 

And unto the repentant and obedi- 
ent of the present day the Lord has 
spoken through the prophet Joseph 
Smith: 

“Abide ye In the liberty wherewith 
ye are made free; entangle not your- 
selves in sin, but let your hands be 
clean, until the Lord come.” (Doc- 
trine and Covenants 88:86). 

The Lord has spoken, saying to all 
men and nations: Come unto me in 
faith, doubting; repent of your 
sins; be baptized for the remission 
thereof; and ye shall receive the Holy 
Ghost and He shall guide you in the 
truth that shall Make you free.

Engine Stops Suddenly. 

Suppose the car has been running 
along finely at a good clip and then 
suddenly stops. t would we do? 
First of all, we would think of the three 
essentials, namely: Compression, mix- 
ture and ignition, and then reason or 
talk to ourselves somewhat as follows: 

Can compression loss be the cause of 
the stopping? No, all four cylinders 
will not lose their compression sud- 
denly and at the same time.

It 
might be. Have we gas in the tank? 

Yes. Is the gasoline feed system 
working O. K.? Apparently. Was there 
a popping in the carburetor before the 
stopping of the engine? If “Yes,” then 
Wwe can be reasonably sure that the 
trouble is due to the feed of the sago- 
line to the carburetér. If “No,” then 
we must look further. 

Can ignition have failed? Yes. Has 
the car vibration jarred our switch 
open? No. Is there any reason why 
the battery should be discharged? No. 

Did the car stop suddenly before as 
it has just done? Yes. What was the 
cause that time? Why, so-and-so. Is 
that the cause of the stopping now? 
Let us get out and see. If after an in- 
vestigation, we fail to find the trouble 
to have been the same as the last time, 
then we will have to begin to look for 
the cause by examination and test 
(From this paragraph you can see the 
wisdom of always knowing what it was 
that caused the trouble, and the remedy 
therefor, as it is quite possible that the 
trouble may again develop.) 

Having failed to locate the trouble 
by reasoning, what shall we do next? 
First run over the wiring quickly and 
see that none has come off or is short- 


| 


| 


circuited, examining carefully all places 
where wires cross or rest against parts 
of the car, as the insulation may have 
worn off at one of these places. 

The examination failing to show 
the trouble, what shall we do next? 
Compression being eliminated, we 
must see whether the ignition or mix- 
ture has failed. Let us first check 
up the ignition. How? When our en- 
gine is running, the current runs 
through the wire from the distribu- 
tor to the spark plug and then gives 
a spark by jumping across the gap of 
the plug to the grounded portion, so 
if we were to take one of the wires 
off the plug and hold it about an 
inch from metal of the engine, we 
will see a spark if the ignition is O. 
K. when some one cranks the engine 
for us. Thus the first test to make 
is to take one of the wires from a 
plug, hold it about an eighth of an 
inch from the engine and get someone 
to crank the engine. If we get a 
spark, then we know that the ignition 
is O. K. and that the trouble is due to 
the mixture. If we do not get a spark, 
we know that the trouble is in the ig- 
nition system and can forget about 
the mixture.’ 

Suppose we did get a spark. We 
know now that mixture is the trouble. 
Is it the adjustment? No. 6 ad- 
justment will not go wrong suddenly, 
so we will not touch the adjustment 
screws. Are we gen. gasoline to 
the carbureter? Let us Ahold down the 
primer and flood the carbureter. If 
it will not flood or takes a long time 
to do so, then we know that the trou- 
ble is in fhe feed as given in a pre- 
vious lesson. If it does flood, what 
then? It is possible that the float 
was stuck and we freed it, so let us 


carbureter and fill it with a _ fresh 
supply of gasoline and see if it will 
then run. e may even have to pour 
some raw gasoline into the cylinders 
through the compression cocks. 


Sometimes, though rarely, the car- 
bureter will come loose from the mani- 
fold due to the bolts working back, and 
thus allow extra air to get into the 
mixture, in this way weakening it so 
as to cause a complete stopping of the 
engine. You will be able to feel this 
looseness. 

If the trouble Is due to the mixture 
the above method is sure to locate it. 
Let us assume that we failed to get a 
spark and see how we must proceed. 


Where the engine suddenly stops we 
need not touch the spark plugs, as all 
four will not go bad suddenly. By the 
same reasoning we know that the wires 
between the plugs and the distributor 
cannot be at fault. The main secondary 
lead, however, may be the cause of 
the trouble, and if it is, it probably its 
due to a short circuit. After tracing 
this lead we must trace the wire from 
the coil to the ground, and thus com- 
plete an examination of the secondary. 
It would be well to look at the dis- 
tributor also, but this, unless broken, 
is seldom the cause of trouble. (Cau. 
tion. 
make an actual contact with the seg- 
ments). 

Having satisfied ourselves that the 
secondary is O. K. and an examination 
of the wires of the primary disclosing 
nothing, our trouble is either due to a 
wire being broken inside its insulation, 
or to a failure of one of the units. We 
must, therefore, now hunt by making 
tests. For this purpose it would be 
well to carry in your tool kit a testing 
lamp, as shown in the illustration. This 
can also be used as a trouble lamp to 
give light at night. 

The systematic trouble-hunter is the 
quick-trouble finder, so the next thing 
to do is to determine the order of the 
units in the circuit. Let us assume 
that we have a distributor system in 
which the current goes from the bat- 
tery to the switch; then the coil, then 
the interrupter and back through the 
ground to the battery. We would first

Should this be the case this cell can 
be cut and the remaining cells will 
probably give enough current to get us 
home. In the case of a discharged 
storage battery, dry cells can be sub- 
stituted for it, but when this is done 
the generator must be disconnected. 

The battery being o. k., we will next 
test between the battery and the 
ground; thus, if the positive of the 
battery is grounded we will hold one 
wire of the testing lamp against the 
negative terminal of the battery and 
the other against some clean metal 
part of the engine or frame. This 
will tell us whether or not the ground- 
ed wire is broken orm the connections 
bad. The ground being o. k. we will 
next hold one wire of the testing lamp 
against the ground and the other 
against the terminal post of the switch 
where the wire from the battery is con- 
nected to it. 

After testing the wire to the switch 
we will test the switch, by holding 
one of our testing lamp wires against 


the binding post at the switch for the 
wire which goes to the coil, and the 
other against the ground. If the lamp 
fails to light the switch is at fault, 


as we saw that we were getting cur-? 
After testing the switch | 


rent to it. 
we can test in the same way the wire 
going into the coil, that coming out and 
that connected to the interrupter. In 
testing the interrupter, the breaker 
points must ‘be set so as to be in con- 


tact. 

Should the lamp light at all these 
points the trouble is in the interrupter, 
and we must. be sure that the points 
are opening and closing properly. 

Should you have made the spark 
test to see if the fgnition was o. k. 
and have gotten a spark, and, at the 
same time, feel certain that the mix- 
ture is not at fault, then you will have 
to look for a break or a slipping of 
some part of the engine. For exam- 
ple, the distributor may have slipped 
on its shaft and thus caused the spark 
to be out of time. When this happens 
it will be accompanied by a series of 
carbureter and muffler explosions as 
a rule. 

It would be well for readers to prac- 
tice the steps for trouble-hunting given 
above. We will next take up failure 
to start and migsing.

ese regulations were outlined in 
an announcement today by the war de- 
partment. Letters containin the 
regulations have been sent to all col- 
leges maintaining units of the stu- 
dent army training corps. 


Chicago, September 28.—College foot- 
ball schedules were further blasted 
last night in a new war department 
ruling which probably .will result in 
the Symapiete rearrangement of all 
gridiro rograms. 

The ruling from Colonel R. L. Rees, 
who is in supreme charge of the stu- 
dent army training corps, specifically 
atipulates that during the month of 
October football playing would not be 
allowed except on Saturdéy afternoons. 
This means that it will be impossible 
o piey contests requiring out-of-town 
rave . 


During the month of November foot- 
ball players may leave their universi- 
ties on Friday evening, but must re- 
turn Sunday evening, giving them a 
furlough 48 hours. 


The above ruling of the war depart- 
ment virtually means a suspension 
of the playing of football for the period 
of the war. 

It will at least cause such a rear- 
rangement of the schedules of all the 
elevens as to make it impractical for 
the teams to continue their seasons. 

Atlantans will, of course, be inter- 
ested in the effect it will have on 
Georgia Tech’s schedule. Tech’s Octo- 
ber games with Clemson, Davidson, 
Vanderbilt and Tulane are certainly off, 
in view of the ruling, as none of these 
teams can make the jump here in time 
for the games. 

The forty-eight-hour furlough in No- 
vember will cancel Tech’s game in 
Philadelphia with Pennsylvania, and it 
is possible that other games on the 
schedule will also be cancelled as the 
result. 

As jit will be extremely difficult for 
the schools to rearrange their sched- 
ules, it is thought more than likely 
that the 600-odd schools affected by 
the ruling will probably suspend their 
football activities until after the war. 

Whether there will "be any appeal 
from this ruling or not, or whether 
any steps will be taken to have it mod- 
ified, remains to be seen. ‘

SOUVENIR OF WAR 
SENT TO MOTHER 
BY CAPT. COZINE 


Captain Jack Cozine, of Company H, 
326th infantry, 82d division, son of Mrs. 
D. E. Cozine, acting secretary of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, has 
just sent his mother, as a souvenir, a 
certificate of the award of an Iron 
Cross to a German soldier, whose name 
was Emil Lehman. The certificate 
had lived in a dugout so long that he 
would probably never want to be shut 
up I na house again. His letter, in part, 
follows: 

Dear Mother: At last we have succeeded 
tn putting some “pep” in a quiet sector— 
the nights uow are most interesting and 
exciting. I heve never done much hunting 
in my city life, but, believe me, I’m mak- 
ing up for lost time, and it’s real hunting 
we are doing—no focling. The beauty of 
it all is that there is no artillery shelling. 
but rifles, machine guns and hand grenades 
are the chief tmplements in vogue. 

Am inclosing my first souvenir—state- 
ment of the award of an iron cross, and 
am hoping that I soon will be able to send 
you more. The sector we are now in is a 
curiosity. We are stationed in an old bat- 
tered town and among the curiosities is an 
old Roman tower. The other day I found 
names on the tower that had been carved 
in the stone as far tack as 1651. We ail 
hope to complete our little job within the 
next few months. Your son,

War’s First Lull 


Gradual Letdown From Ex- 
citement of Battle Is Es- 
sential to Their Being. 
“Y” Gives Opportunity. 


By E. A. Batchelor. 

Paris, September 18.—(By Mail.)— 
Saturday morning the Germans had 
held the position. Sunday afternoon 
American artillerymen were playing 


ball there. Thus does the Yankee na- 
tional game follow the flag 


It might seem strange that soldiers 
after days and nights of battle, hours 
of fatigue and danger, should turn to 
baseball the very first moment there 
came a lull, but this had been the rule 
rather than the exception all summer 
in France. 

Sometimes the play starts while an 
occasional enemy shell is still shriek- 
ing overhead, though the officers do 
not encourage this sort of reckless 
exposure to danger. 

The explanation for the soldier’s love 
of play at the extreme front is that 


his nervous system has been so upset 
that he* needs action. He cannot go 
from the excitement of battle to the 
calm of complete repose all at once. 
He must let himself down gradually, 
just as men who'have been working in 
compressed air must go through the 
air lock before it is safe for them to 
breathe the atmosphereéat its normal 


pressure. 

Baseball serves the purpose admir 
ably. It gives them something to « 
with their bodies while nature is ad- 
justing itself, and something to think 
about that will enable them to forget 
the horrors they have just passed 
through. It is both a physical and 
mental tonic. 

Shelled and Pitched. 

In the particular case mentioned 
above a group of artillerymen were 
firing two big “165” rifles placed be- 
side a road. The two pieces, served 
with the regularity of clock work by 
a part of the battery, were harassing 
the retreating Huns: The men not ac- 
tually engaged in shooting sat and lay 
around with nothing to do but think. 
They were too tired and excited after 
the advance to sleep. 

A Y. M. C. A. car came along the 
road and one of the men in its called 
out to ask whether an indoor baseball 
could be used there. 

With one voice the artillerymen an- 
swered “yes.”” The “Y” man threw out 
a new ball and one of the soldiers 
caught it. | 

“First hitter'’” he cried. 

“Second hitter,” yelled another. 

“Pitcher,” shrieked a third. And so 
on until all the desirable places were 
claimed. 

A pick-handle answered for a bat. 
In a minute the game was in progress. 
The batter stood between the two guns 
and the fielders were spread out in 
front, so that they got the full force 
of the terrible blast when the pieces 
were fired. 

They paid no more attention to the 
ear-splitting crack of the guns than to 
the buzzing of the flies around the 
mess tent. War was forgotten and 
they were just American boys at play, 
instead of men engaged in the busi- 
ness of slaying. 

An officer saw the game and smiled. 
He knew that the morale of that bat- 


ltery would go far over par as a result 


of the play. It was just the thing that 
they needed. But he feared that some 
of the men in the field might suffer 
harm from having the guns fired right 
over their heads, and ordered the scene 
of action shifted across the road, where 
oeeerene would be behind the long 
rifles. 


Sport Aids Morale. 


This incident is typical of what sport 
is doing to keep up the morale of the 
American army in the combat Zone. 
The Y. M. C. A. has wisely concluded 
that here the work of the physical de- 
partment is more important than in the 
more remote areas, and is putting 
forth. every effort to supply the “ma- 
terial.” 

Physical directors are not being sent 
into actual fighting, because they 
would be in the way there. While en- 
gaged in grappling with the Boche, 
even the most enthusiastic sportsman 
hasn’t any time for games. 

But the minute the men are able to 
think of playing, the Red Triangle is 
there to look after them. As s00n as 
a unit is brought back to rest after a 
few days of hafd fighting the “Y” be- 
gins to put on an athletic program. 

Officers heartily indorse the work 
several unit commanders have 
made formal requests for physical di- 
rectors in the rest billets. 

_The result have been most gratify- 
ine. Units that have come out of the 
lines badly used up have been able to 
get on their feet in a few days and the 
men have gone, back to the business of 
killing the Boche with renewed “pep.”

Madison, Ga., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The following statement was is- 
sued today by the Madison board of 
trade: A Call.to the Business People 
of Georgia: The oil mills of Georgia 
are throttling the farmers of the state. 
They have a double strangle hold .on 
the cotton seed situation, and the food 
administration of Georgia permits it. 
They have procured for themselves a 
‘Spread’ or “differential’ of $18.50 per 
ton, when $13, least year’s spread, was 
more than ample. They have had the 
seed price fixed at $68 per ton in wagon 
lots and $71 per ton in car lots, such 
& small margin that no independent 
buyer can come into the market. With 
the price fixed flat they only buy for 
present needs, 
to hold the seed until they want them. 
They have now stopped buying. 

“What is the result? The producer 
must haul his seed home, bear the ex- 
pense of interest, storage, insurance, 
shrinkage and wastage; haul them 
back to the mills whenever the mills 
want them, and in the end accept the 
flat price to which the food adminis- 
tration says he is entitled. 

“Now, in short, the farmer is fur- 
nishing capital for the oil mills because 
the oil mills are in a position to de- 
mand it. Is the food administration of 
Georgia controlling the oil mills, or 
are thé oil mills controlling the food 


administration? 
“It is up to the producers and bust-

Fall Crops in Combinations. 


Though it is possible to grow all of 
the fall crops we have mentioned by 
themselves, it is possible to get better 
results in some instances by combining 
them. Especially with hairy vetch is a 
combination desirable; this plant being 
of a trailing nature, makes it best 
growth only when planted with some 
of the small grains on the stems, on 
which it can climb and which serve to 
keep it off of the ground, where it in- 
clines to mold, and where the harvest- 
ing of it is somewhat difficult. It 
may be grown with either of the grains 
commonly sown; it is recommended to 
be sown with rye, when the intention 
is to use it for pasture and for green 
manure, and with wheat or oats when 
it ls wanted for hay. The truth of the 
matter or, at least, the conclusion 
reached by the writer is that it is in 
better company any time when with the 
two last named crops than with rye 
since it matures later than rye, if seed 
of either or both is desired, and since 
it makes its best growth more nearly 
at the time than wheat and oats do 
than when rye does, and in the places 
where sown with rye, the rye has 
reached the green manure stage and is 
ready to be turned under before the 
vetch has made sufficient growth to 
justify its use. For hay purposes, 
wheat and oats are better than rye, 
and since the vetch matures more near- 
ly with them, such combinations for 
use as hay are the best that can be 
obtained. The narrow-leaved vetch 
matures a week or so earlier than the 
hairy, but does not make a sufficient 
amount of growth to justify its use at 
any season in place of the hairy vari- 
ety, and the purple vetch is a few days 
later than the hairy, and not to be rec- 
ommended for that reason. 

Oats and crimson clover have been 
grown in some places in combination, 
and as*they mature at about the same 
time, the combination can be cut for 
hay %efore the clover goes beyond the 
hay stage; or if for grazing, they are 
both in condition for this in the spring, 
though winter grazing of the oats 
would not be beneficial to the clover, 
which is too young up until the time it 
commences its rapid growth’ in the 
spring. Rye and rape may be used to- 
gether for hog pasture, either with or 
without the  vetch, but preferably 
without, as winter grazing would, to 
some extent, injure the vetch; the rape 
provided the crops are putin early, will 
make the better fall and early winter 
pasture, and the rye ‘will continue to 
be of value until late in spring. All 
winter pasture crops must be carefully 
managed, and it must be kept in mind 
that though these plants are hardy, 
yet they make little growth during the 
colder part of the winter; they should 
be grazed intermittingly as_ their 
growth will allow, and not continually 
—in fact, most any pasture is the bet- 
ter for periods of rest at stated inter- 
vals. 

Urgent Need for Planting Fall Crops. 

We should like to emphasize again 
the urgent need, both general and spe- 
cial, for the planting of fall crops. The 
general need, of course, is for the pur- 
pose of furnishing feed to prevent the 
loss of fertilizers by leaching and to 
prevent soil washing during the winter 
period when our idle lands are so badly 
torn to pieces by heavy winter rains. 
There is nothing that will so well bind 
our soils and prevent washing as the 
roots of crops and those of the grasses 
and grains are superior in this respect 
since because of the closer planting 
more nearly all of the soil particles are 
bound together. The amount of fall 
growth as determined by date of plant- 
ing, soil fertility and moisture condi- 
tions yer influence the value of the 
crop not only for soil binding but also 
for preventing loss of fertility as well 
as for pasture purposes, and influences 
also the final yield. 

The special need for the planting of 
wheat is recognized by all; the great 
demands for breadstuffs both here and 
abroad have so increased the price that 
poor folk should so far as is possible 
raise their own supply, as should also 
the rich, the east as well as the west; 
and the south as well as the north. The 
saving of the money which we formerly 
spent for western grown wheat, the 
saving of car space as a result of home 
production, and the liberation of the 
western surplus for shipment to nations 
abroad are points that have been em- 
phasized and are sufficient reason fo» 
us to urge the necessity for keeping up 
the good work in wheat production. As

We think that more of the farmers 
of the south would find it to their 
advantage to plant rape in their fields 
in the early fall; this crop, though 
not as good.a soil binder as the small 
grain crops, would serve the purpose 
of conserving fertility and makes a 
good quantity of material for feed or 
for turning under in case one did not 
care to graze the fields eg the 
winter season. The crop does better 
on good lands and a demands a 
ood supply of moisture fér its growth. 
ne great advantage it has over the 
legumes is the fact that it makes its 
best owth in the fall and can be 
used for grazing or be turned under 
for green manure in midwinter and 
does not interfere with winter work, 
as will crops that make their best 
growth in the spring. 
Fixing the Price of Cotton. 


We are all very much stirred up these 
days over the avowed intention of the 
administration to fix the price of cot- 
ton. It hardly seems possible that 
this will be done at this time, at least 
not without thorough investigation and 
not at a price of such low figure as 
will work a great injustice on the pro- 
ducers. Eighty per cent or more of 
the population of the cotton-producing 
regions are interested in the cotton 
crop and the prosperity of the farming 
sections; when farmers are prosperous, 
their prosperity is reflected in the 
prosperity of the “butcher, the baker, 
the candlestick maker” and in the “doc- 
tor, lawyer, merchant, chief.” This is 
abundantly demonstrated from time to 
time as, for instance, in 1914 when 
there was great loss in all farming 
operations, there was stagnation if not 
ultimate loss in all other lines of in- 
dustry. ' 

Another fact in regard to cost of pro- 
duction and which investigators must 
not forget is that in producing a crop 
in a given year, the producer is gov- 
erned to great extent by conditions and 
prices existing im the previous year; 
if he has received a good price and 
made a good profit in a given year, 
he is willing to put forth extra ef- 
fort and expense and pay better prices 
for supplies and labor, than if the re- 
verse were true. The producer in 1915 
made his crop with, just as little in the 
way of expense as he could possibly 
get along with. since prices of 1914 
held out no inducement for plunging 
or liberal allowance in 1915, and more- 
over, credit was to great extent with- 
held. On the other hand, with the good 
prices which were obtained in, 1917, 
the farmer has been encouraged to pay 
high prices for labor, materials and 
supplies of all kinds necessary for his 
work, and he has had this to do, since 
all of the materials have increased from 
50 to as much as 300 to 400 per cent 
over the prices he has been accustomed 
to paying. Shoes, clothing, flour, meat, 
eatables of all kinds; mules, plow gears, 
plows and points, and all agricutural 
implements, seeds and fertilizers havé 
increased in price. The price of living 
has increased to such an extent that 
he must pay out an enormous amount 
to carry his family and his labor, 
whether he pays the latter in wages 
or in supplies. Taking all of these 
things into consideration, it is as I say 
hardly possible that any committee will 
fix a price that will result disastrous- 
ly to the producers. 

The agitation concerning the fixing 
of the price of cotton though it may 
eventually work ‘out right is at present 
going to put the farmers of the south 
in bad light in regard to the buying 
of Liberty Bonds of the fourth issue. As 
long as the matter is up in the air and 
the agitation going forward, the cot- 
ton farmer, as well as many dependent 
upon him will not be able to subscribe 
for the quota of bonds which they 
would like to do. They do not know 
whether the price will be fixed hight 
or low; in proportion as the price is 
fixed above the cost of production, 
will they be able to invest in these 
securities: three cents above cost of 
production gives the producer 50 per 
cent more than does two cents, and 
this margin of profit decides whether 
or not any investment can be made. 
If the matter is definitely decided and 
the price fixed too low, the south will 
come somewhat short of allotted quota 
just as it is likely to do if the agi- 
tation continues and the matter is 
unsettled. To have it settled and the 
price left alone or fixed at a figure 
that will give a margin of profit is 
the only way that insures a full sub- 
scription to the bonds in the cotton 
sates. 


Carbon-Bisulphide for Weevils in Peas. 


E. L. Wadley, of Alabama, asks in re- 
gard to the use of something that will 
keep weevils out of peas. We have 
been told that China berries mixed 
with peas or corn would keep the wee- 
vils out, but cannot vouch as to the 
reliability of this. Leaving the peas 
in the pods is the way commonly 
adopted; if the peas be left in the pod 
and not threshed until late spring, 
the weevils will have a shorter time 
in which to riddle them and they will 
be sound at planting time. To kill 
weevils once they have infested the 
peas, carbon bisulphide is the best rem- 
edy. The peas must be put into an 
air-tight box of some sort, or the near- 
er air-tight the better, and the chem- 
ical, also known as “high-life,” used 
in the proportion of three pounds or 
more to 500 cubic feet of space in the 
box, depending on how near air-tight 
the receptacle may be. If water-tight 
barrels be used, one half cupful per 
barrell will answer if the covering 
is made tight with wrapping paper 
or other material. The gas is explo- 
sive and injurious to health and prop- 
er precautions should be taken to avoid 
any unnecessary accidents by its use. 

Treat at temperatures above 75 de- 
grees for best results, or in middle of 
the day and leave for several hours 
or unit] following day. Some seeds 
are injured by treatment unless well 
ventilated afterwards; the seeds are 
not injured for feeding purposes, how- 
ever, but only for use as seed. Though 
weevils do less damage to peas in hull 
and corn in shuck, some claim better 
results from keeping them without 
covering but with use of carbon bi- 
sulphide.

ber 20-26 inclusive, is as follows: 

Increasingly heavy carlot shipments 
continued in potatoes, apples and 
grapes. Volume increased moderately 
of onions, cabbage, sweet potatoes, to- 
matoes, celery, plums, pears and or- 
anges, but shipments declined in can- 
taloupes, watermelons, peaches, lettuce, 
other lines showed fairly steady vol- 
ume of shipments. Most important 

rice changes were downward. Pota- 
Scan onions, cabbage and sweet pota- 
toes tended lower; apples, onions, 
peaches and pears remained fairly | 
steady; grapes advanced. 


Potate Market Weaker. 


Most recoveries of the preceding 
week were lost.

Closed steady. 

New York, September 28.—An open- 
ing advance on the favorable war news, 
reassuring statements as to the oper- 
ations of the Washington committees, 
and unfavorable weather conditions 
was followed by sharp reactions in the 
cotton market today. The general list 
closed steady at a net decline of 20 to 
28 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 8 to 40 points with October 
selling at 34.20 and December at 33.56 
on or right after the call. This ad- 
vance met a good deal of realizing, 
while there was also considerable scat- 


tered southern selling under which 
prices soon turned easier. 

Sentiment was probably unsettled to 
some extent by rumors that the spe- 
cial meeting of the board of managers 
held this morning with a member of 
the cotton inquiry committee was for 
the purpose of talking over a possible 
change in the ruling regarding maxi- 
mum fluctuations. Under present reg- 
ulations the maximum fluctuation for 
any one day is fixed at 300 points, and 
the rumor was that there might be a 
reduction in the figures. Nothing defi- 
nite developed in that connection, how- 
ever, and the absence of any announce- 
ment after the meeting was taken to 
mean there had been no definite ac- 
tion whatever to the subject under dis- 
cussion. October broke to 33.50 and 
December to 32.95, or 30 to 35 points 
net lower. There was buying for for-

level and the market was steadier 
late in the morning, closing a few 
points up from the lowest. The ap- 
pearance of a low barometer off the 
Florida coast led to apprehensions of 
rains in the South Atlantic states over 
Sunday.

ONLY MODERATE ADVANCES 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, September 28.—A quiet 
market prevailed in cotton today, with 
moderate advances in the early tradin 
on bullish war and weather news an 
moderate declines late in the session 
under week-end liquidation. The net 
change for the day was a decline of 20 
to 33 points. 

Considerable buying was felt on the 
opening, as the resit of war dispatches 
and the weather map. Heavy rains 
were again reported in portions of the 
eastern and central beltg and the out- 
look was for more rain over Sunday 
in the Atlantic states as the result of 
the passing inland of the disturbance 
which recently has been hovering in 
the gulf. Some buying was encour- 
aged by the marked strength of the 
interior spot markets yesterday. At 
its best the market stood 17 to 35 
points up. 

Gradually realizing sales increased 
on the long side, and offerings of 
short cotton became more plentiful as 
the result of the inclination of private 
bureaus to estimate only moderate crop 
deterioration during September. The 
first downswing carried prices 10 to 26 
points under yesterday’s close; from 
this there was a partial recovery, but 
late in the day the market was at new 
low levels, October showing a net loss 
of 20 points and the other active 
months net losses of 26 to 33 points.

That..the machinery of the 
financial district is to be guarded to 
idevelop more speed than displayed reg- 
j ularly from day to day will be news 
to thé casual visitor. who invariably 
|goes away with a feeling of relief for 
shaving escaped from atmosphere 
charged with feverish activity. 

But the facts are that after each 
Liberty Loan campaign closes Wall 
street, like the casual visitor to the 
financial district breathes a long sigh 
and then settles down to enjoy the rela- 
tively slow pace of normal times. 

As an accelerator, in the Liberty Loan 
campaign, Wall street’s object is to 
create a widespread desire to move or 
advance faster; to hasten; to bring 
about or help bring about the desired 
result more speedily than would other- 
wise have been the case. 

Working at High Speed. 

To fill its present job Wall street is 
working at high speed to hasten the 
progress of knowledge regarding the 
war, causes and after effects: to make 
everybody understand the great need 
for money to keep our army and navy 
going; to bring out the value of thrift 
and saving on the part of the indi- 
vidual; to show how such thrift may 
be started by the purahase of a Lib- 


erty Loan Bona. To point out the se- 
curity behind United States government 
bonds is also part of Wall street’s job. 

Wall street’s accelerating machinery 
reaches its greatest velocity each day 
between 11 and 2 o’clock. Walking 
south on Broadway, from Fulton to 
Wall street, every step taken, the whir 
of machinery grows louder. Turning 
east at Wall street the grand climax is 
reached on arriving at the United States 
Sub-treasury building. Covering the 
long flight of stone steps which lead 
up to the front door of that building 
is a temporary platform. 

There, within arm’s reach of the 
heroic statue of George Washington, 
marking the spot where the oath of 
office as the country’s first president 
was taken, grand opera stars sing as 
a contribution to the Liberty Loan cam- 
paign, Charlie Chapman, Douglas Fair- 
banks, Marguerite Clark, do their 
stunts, beribboned soldiers and sailor 
heroes returning from the other side, 
tell their stories standing under the 
improvised sounding board. 


Ever-Changing Crowd. 


Some twenty feet below, up and 
down Wall street to the right and left 
of the speaker and in front far down 
Broad, the ever-changing crowd stands 
with upturned face eager to cheer at 
every possible opportunity. Bankers 
with international reputations, office 
boys and girls, old men and young 
mingle in the crowds enjoying the new 
spirit of democracy. 

Every few minutes a parading band 
starts up, a band composed of firemen, 
or policemen, or orphans, or sallofs, 
or soldiers from this or that company 
or regiment, or almost anvbodv that 
can blow or bang. Immediately the 
venturesome office boy climbs out on 
the stone window ledge far over head 
and sober-minded bankers forget them- 
selves, rushing out to see “what’s go- 
ing to happen this time.” 

Nowhere in the world can a crowd 
gather as quickly as in Wall street, 
where the density of population is al- 
most beyond itself. For example, the 
forty-story Equitable building. with its 
sixty elevators and 1,227,000 square 
feet of renting space along houses 13,- 
000 regular tenants. And all day 
there is a steady stream of visitors in 
and out of that building from all parts 
of the world. 

The Whitehall building, the City In- 
vestment building, the Singer building 
and hundreds of others are as thickly 
populated as the one first named. A 
brass band parading down one of the 
narrow, high-walled streets, making up 
the half-mile square known as the 
financial district, can collect a crowd 
in a few minutes that will cause con- 
gestion from one building line across 
by the other. 


Pull Many Stunts, 


While the sub-treasury steps over- 
‘look the stock exchange, the curb mar- 
‘ket and are withina stone’s throw of 
isuch well-known office buildings as 
'the Bankers’ Trust, J. P. Morgan & 
| Co., the First National bank, the Na- 
tional City, the Hanover National, the 
Central Trust, many ,“side shows” are 
| going on up and down the less impor- 
,tant streets. At one place there will 


‘be a jam to watch the performance of 
la slack wire walker, the wire being 
‘suspended from one window to another 
‘across the street, high up in the air, 


‘another crowd gazing at “the human 
,fiv” using the window sills and cor- 
nerstones to climb to the top of some 
tall building. 

Eiverywhere there is congestion and 
noise, but always, underneath, sooner 
or later, making ‘Itself plain, there is 
some carefully thought-put plan first 
to collect a crowd and then to get 
quick results in actual bond subscrip- 
tios. 

“T’'ll put my name down for a $1,000 
Liberty Lean bond for every individual 
subscription for any amount received 
within the next ten minutes,” some en- 
thusiastic man of means will have an- 
nounced through a megaphone. Then 
the fun starts. Every time a new sub- 
scription is received the crowd yells 
with delight, “Hand him another one,” 
“Good for you,” “Soak it to him” 

* Aside from its density of population 
and wealth, Wall street is in the busi- 
ness of selling securities to the public. 
It knows the talking points in offer- 
ing bonds to old and new investors. 
Wall strect is a finishing school for 


‘Only a short ways off there will be’ 


the work or return the drawings and 


the output is going to the govern- 
ment in one form or another. 

Price fixing has just now reached 
into about all the principal lines of 
goods in first hands and jobbers are 
steadily applying their differentials on 
the goods priced at mill centers. Re- 
tailers are to hold a meeting at Wash- 
ington next week to see what they can 
do through war service committees in 
carrying out price fixing rules to the 
consumers. Owing to the limited quan- 
tities of goods that will be available 
for civilian needs in future, there is 
no rush to sell anything. Business is 
being booked all the while on ginghams 
and other lines of wash oods for 
spring and some of it is in large vol- 
ume. In most instances the product 
of mills is being allotted to customers 
in accordance with the volumes pur- 
chased by them in recent years. 

Jobbers who have salesmen on the 
road seeking spring business report the 
advance orders very satisfactory, while 
spot business is confined to merchan- 
dise actually wanted. Several jobbers 
say their principal new business comes 
from channels allied with war work 
than from regular retail channels, yet 
in some sections the retail distribu- 
tion is very good.

He organized the first platoon to 
fight against Germans and fought in 
the first battle between Americ:..1 and 
German soldiers, the battle in which 
Henshaw Gresham and others were 
killed, and in which Homer Given was 
wounded doing heroic work. 

Patterson was decorated for bravery 
in this battle. 

When the men of the distinguished 
group were called to receive the Croix 
de Guerre he was the first upon whom 
the decoration was placed.

RULES FOR SENDING GIFT 
PACKAGES ABROAD ISSUED 


With reference to sending Christmas 
packages to American’ soldiers. in 
France, the following statement is is- 
sued by the chief of staff: 

The war department authorizes rela- 
tives or friendy of officers and soldiers 
in France to seud Christmas packages, 
which will be of standard size and 
weight, one to each individual in the 
American expeditionary forces. A 
standard container to be used will be 
9 by 4 by 3 inches, and the weight 
limit will be three pounds. Standard 
containers of the size indicated may be 
had by application to the local Rea 
Cross chapters throughout the coun- 


try. 

In order to insure the arrival of 
these Christmas packages in France 
and their distribution to the soldiers be- 
fore Christmas, all such packages must 
be — on or before November 15, 
1918. 

In order to insure the limitation of 
on® package per man, which, in iteslf, 

ill] consume a very large amount of 
tonnage, 2 plan has been worked out 
by which General Pershing is forwara- 
ing to the war department coupons on 
which are inscribed the correct names 
and addresses of the members of the 
American expeditionary forces. These 
coupons will be distributed and no 
package will be forwarded without a 
coupon.

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FEDERAL RESERVE BANK 
~NEW HOME MONDAY 


Building on Marietta Street, 
Just Completed, One of 
Handsomest in City. 


The Federal Reserve bank for the 
sixth district will open the doors of 
its new building on Marietta street 
Monday morning for business. This new 
Structure, which is one of the hand- 
sSomest in Atlanta, is constructed on 
Grecian lines, and its beautifully de- 
Signed front is constructed of Georgia 
marble. Immense Corinthian columns, 
extending almost to the height of the 
front, give it a classical appearance, and 
every one of its lines proclaims it to 
be the work of a finished architect. 

Upon entering the fine building the 
visitor is pleased with the interior of 
the handsome structure, and the ma- 
hogany finish, blending with the old 
ivory of the walls, gives the main 
banking room a most beautiful appear- 
ance. 


A short vestibule leads from the 
front entrance and opening from this 


on the right side are the offices of 
Chairman M. B. Weliborn, of the board 
of directors. On the left side are the 
offices of Governor Joseph A. McCord. 
These office sare extremely handsome, 
being finished in mahogany and old 
ivory, the same as is used throughout 
the bank, and furnished with desks, 
chairs and tables of mahogany. 
Beautiful Banking Offices. 

The main banking room, which con- 
tains the offices of the credits depart- 
ment, the dfscount deparment, the tel- 
lers’ cages and the offices of the cash- 
ier and his four assistants. is one of 
the most beautiful and - convenient 


banking offices in the south. 

Leading from this department is an 
entrance to the vault, which is guarded 
by a door weighing 56,000 pounds, near- 
ly the load limit for a modern freight 
ear. This door contains a locking 
mechanism that is a marvel of work- 
manship and intricacy, having, aside 
from four time locks, a double combt!- 
nation, which can be — only after 
two men have set various combina- 
tions. This door notwithstanding its 
enormous weight, can be operated with 
the pressure of a finger, so nicely is 
it balanced. 

The huge vault, which will hold the 
cash for the institution, is constructed 
of steel and concrete, and its entire 
area is a network of electric wires. 
Should a burglar attempt to pierce the 
walls of this vault with even the sharp- 
est point, the instrument would come 
into contact with one or more of the 
wires and instantly alarm the Western 
Union Telegraph company, calling de- 
tectives and watchmen to the bank. 


Every time the doors are o ed and 

shut, a record goes to the office of the 

Western Union by the intircate modern 

burglar alarm system, and a log of the 

operation is kept bv that company. 
30,000 Checks a Day. 

Upon the mezzanine floor of the’ bank 
are the offices of the auditor and the 
accountants, and in the rear of this 
floor is the check clearing department, 
where 30,000 checks are handled each 
day by a force of 47 people. 

In the front of the second floor is 
the bank library, where books relating 
to banking and such subjects are kept 
for ‘the bank employees. Next to this 
room, in the front of the building, is 
the director’s room, which is furnishea 
with a handsome mahogany table, 
nearly the length of the room. 

The private offices of the auditor 


are also on this floor. 

In the basement of the building are 
the mailing rooms, where all letters 
sent out by the bank, numbering many 
thousands a day, are handled. Next to 
this is the telegraph room, where three 
operators work on the private wires 
that connect this bank with the treas- 
ury department at Washington, with 
the twelve federal reserve banks, and 
with Birmingham, New Orleans and 
Jacksonville, other cities in the sixth 
district. These wires also connect this 
bank with the various banks under the 
federal reserve system. Three thousand 
messages a day are handled by the 
three operators.

Probably few people outside the 
membership of the executive board 
realize the duties and responsibility of 
the Motor corps. 

The new offices have been opened on 
the second floor of the D. Woodward 
building,. corner Peachtree and Harris 
street, and the ambulances are housed 
in the Southern Oakland 
building. 

In a partial report of work to the 
board of the chapter, Commander 
Harrington stated: 

“During the months of July and 
August the Motor corps carried on its 
usual activities with a greatly de- 
creased corps, many of our drivers be- 
ing away for the summer, and we have 
lately been supplying Grady hospital 
with two uniformed drivers each day. 
We did all the transportation for the 
canteen supplies and workers; carried 
different kinds of material for the 
Reqd Cross workrooms and canteen 
workers. An ambulance of the Motor 
corps is always in attendance when a 
troop train is served. Members of the 
Motorcorps keep up (in so far as they 
are physically able) two ambulances 
of the Atlanta chapter—one a Ford and 
the other a Reo. These cars are 
washed, piled and entirely maintained 
by the girls. : 

“We have been doing work for the 
Home Service division; going often to 
McPherson and Camp Gordon; having 
been called on several times to trans- 
port children from Grady hospital to 
the Scottish Rite Crippled Children’s 
home, after they had been operated on. 
We have loaned cars to the Civilian Re- 
lief, United States Public Information 
Service, and are at the call of the de- 
partment of justice. 


Volunteer Cars. 


‘In July the Motor corps operated 
two volunteer cars and one ambulance, 
covering a total of 740 miles, and serv- 
ing 119 hours. During a part of this 
time the workrooms of the Red Cross 
were not runing full force. In Au- 
gust we had two ambulances and the 
usual volunteer cars, giving a total of 
1,040 miles’ service, which covered 178 
hours. There are seven girls in charge 
of the local office, under an officer of 
the day., 

“At a minimum of 10 miles to 1 gal- 
lon of gasoline—2,000 miles—the two 
months cost approximately $500, of 
which only $50 was paid by the chapter 
for gasoline ang oil. This is a saving 
to the Atlanta chapter of $450 by the 
Volunteer Motor service.”

} than a year’s time, we are beginning to make up for our lack of pre- 
sdness in many directions, and there are as many wonderful things hap- 
ing in the way of preparedness on this side of the water. Uncle Sam 
just as ably mustering his forces over here, and especially in the care 

training and equipment of the men at home—those in the army canton- 
ents, those in the hospitals. 

Out at Fort McPherson there is a base hospital in operation which 
hows the tremendous amount of work being done in the preparation of the 
@rmy, and an equal amount of work being done to make those who have al- 

"ready rendered service able to god back to it, and to help on in good citizen- 
ship the men who have come back and who can fight no more. 

And while the great work of building and organizing these hospitals 
goes on not a detail is neglected, and the great arm of care and protection 
is thrown out, not only to protect the boy who comes back wounded, but to 
take care of the faithful nurse who is giving her service in nursing him., 

A recent new building at the fort to which all eyes have been directed in 
its construction is the nurse home at Fort McPherson in which will be housed 
259 women who represent every department of nursing to which the army 
nurse is called. This new building will house not, only the women in 
direct nursing service, but those in the laboratory, in specialized work, and 
there will be the reconstruction aides, a new department of nursing espe- 
cially created for war service. 

The new building, two stories in height, stands with architectural dig- 
nity in a grove of forest pines, and at their base today shows the bright- 
oes fall flowers, and in the distance can be seen the first note of autumn 
oliage. 

Every nurse in this new building will have her own room adequately 
equipped, and with one or more windows. There is every convenience in 
heat and ventilation, while there are bathrooms and showers at intervals of 
about every ten rooms. The building is so constructed that the night nurses 
are protected during the days from any noises which may be in the building. 
The dining room is spacious and cheerful, and the kitchen equipment is 
modern and up to date. 

There is an ideal recreation room, rest rooms, and a cozy library and 
writing rooms, both floors. There are upstairs and downstairs porches, and, 
from every window there is an outlook bright and cheerful. 

Besides this new building which will house 250, there is still to be use@ 
the nurses’ home, constructed several months ago, in which have been 
housed 110 nurses, now in active service at the hospital. . 

—_ ft is evident that Uncle Sam, who is calling and calling to the women 
of the nation to come to the service of their country in the nursing pro- 
fession, that he is going to do everything for their protection, their care 
and their happiness; everything to induce them to come into the nursing‘ 
service while the boys of the nation on this side are getting ready to go, 
or recuperating after having rendered a gallant service. 

The army nurse, to be acceptable, must have all tLe training required 
of the graduate nurse. She must have her certificate as such, and to be 
an army nurse she much be willing to qualify for it, so that the women who 
will enjoy the hospitality of Uncle Sam’s new building at Fort McPherson 
are women every one of whom have qualified for service. 

And the woman who is serving in the home military hospitals is just 
as directly serving her country as the one who is nursing the wounded , 
soldier, overseas. 

There is no greater field for service today than that of the trained | 
nursing profession, and the woman who once qualifies as a nurse for either 
military or civilian service is the woman blessed with an opportunity to 
more directly serve her country than through any other profession or line 
she may select. 

Beside the direct service she can render to her country now, when the 
war is over and the work of national reconstruction—yes, world reconstruc- 
tion—begins, the woman who has a certificate as a trained nurse, supple- 
mented by experience in a military or civilian hospital during war times, 
has a badge of honor than which there is no greater, and she is equipped 
for life, no matter what career’she pursues.

“You must give all you can give and then double it if you want to match 
the boys in the trenches when it comes to buying bonds,” he told a member 
of the woman’s Liberty Loan committee, of Atlanta. 

“If you want to know the meaning of sacrifice, I will tell you a story of 
sacrifice demonstrated by the women of Great Britain,” is another storv 
told to the women of Atlanta this week by Captain Milton State, Canadian 
expeditionary forces, who wears the Victorian medal with five bars. 

“Once, after a great drive on the western front, when munitions and 
shells were well-nigh exhausted, the S. O. S. call went to the munitions 
factories, where hundreds of thousands of women worked. 

“Night and day they were asked to work, and they did it. They had to 
wear, in many of the factories, masks to protect them against the poisons | 
certain munitions carry. 

“The word kept coming to ‘speed up, speed up,’ and the women realized 
that they could work faster if they removed their masks, but that meant 
-—~Mmaybe death. 

“Many of them bravely went forth to make the sacrifice. They took 
off their masks and worked—and many died in thus serving their country.” |

—selfless—disciplined. The secret of 
the good soldier's achievements is self- 
less sacrifice, and in our organizations 
behind him it is that same spirit which 
counts. If you have that as a founda- 
tion among your workers, organization 
is easy.” 


IN GEORGIA. 

“To the women of Georgia I would 
say today that 4 greatest test of 
their patriotism witn that of t women 
of the nation, will be madé in this 
fourth Liberty Loan drive, and with the 
fine organization Georgia women have, 
I would urge that they work as they 
have never worked before,’ was the 
statement made by Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpat- 
rick, chairman of the Georgia women’s 
Liberty Loan committee, when inter- 
viewed at her headquarters itn Madison, 
Ga., this week. 

“While we are momentarily breaking 
in victoriously on German lines, we 
must not let our optimism blind us to 
facts, for it was recently published in 
The New York Times tnat: 

“*Through the capture of 838,500 men 
in the fourth year of the world war the 
German army brought the total number 
of prisoners made by it since the begin- 


ining of the conflict up to nearly 3,500,- 


000. German troops wrested and occu- 
pied 198,256 square kilometers in the 
east, 14,423 in Italy, and 5,323 on the 
western front; deducting the evacuated 
territory on the Marne, a total of 218,- 
002 square kilometers. (A square kilo«- 
meter equals nearly ,two-fifths of a 
square mile.) The booty captured in- 
cluded 7,000 cannon, 24,600 machine 
guns, 751,972 rifles, 2,867,500 rounds of 
artillery ammunition, 102,250,900 rounds 
of rifle ammunition, 2,000 airplanes, 200 
captive balloons, 1,705 field kitchens, 300 
tanks, 3,000 locomotives, 28,000 railway 
cars and 65,000 vehicles.’ 

“Already Georgia has the gold stars 
in her service flags, to illumine and 
spur on the work, which we must do 
in this fourth Liberty Loan drive,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Fitzpatrick. “As we are 
working here on this side of the wa- 
ter, the boys over there are eagerly 
awaiting the news of the fourth Liberty 
Loan, which will be the proof to them 
of our pledge to back them in their 
heroic fight for us and for world de- 
mocracy. 

“Let us concentrate our every effort 

during the comipg three weeks for the 
success of the drive.

handkerchiefs, 18x18; napkins, 14x14, 
and ‘sheets, 64x102.

Only Dead Rats 


E. L. Rhodes Tells How He 
Manages to Rid His Place 
of the Destructive Pests. 
You Might Try His Plan. 


E. L. Rhodes, head of the big whole- 
sale millinery house bearing his name, 
is a strong believer in rats and mice— 
dead ones. Like the westerner, who 
a good while ago, said the only good 
Indian was a dead one, Mr. odes is 
convinced that the only good rat is a 
dead one, and that his goodnesg is in 
direct proportion to his number and 
deadness; that is, one hundred dead 
rats are at least one hundred times 
as good as one dead one. 

Mr. Rhodes believes that a great 
many merchants do not realize the 
value of the property they constantly 
lose through the depredations of rats 
and mice, nor what a comparatively 
simple matter it is to rid a place of 
them, or at least cut their number 
down to a point where they can do lit- 
tle harm. A great deal of the loss, Mr. 
Rhodes points out, is caused by mer- 
chandise being made unsalable because 
of having been soiled or damaged 
through contact with the pests, in ad- 
dition to the loss by the actual destruc- 
tion of the goods. 

Very few rats or mice are able to 
pass the “barrage” laid down by Mr. 
Rhodes and his staff of employees at 
the firm’s South Pryor street head- 
quarters, and it is safe to say that 
those few soon become “good.” And 
at Mr. Rhodes’ country place, the va- 
riety of methods which are used for 
the discomfiture of the destructive 
creatures must make life very discour- 
aging to the few that succeed in liv- 
ing at all. 

It has been foumd that a rat will 
gnaw into a package/wrapped in paper 
more readily than he will eat food 
that is lying exposed, perhaps because 
he is suspicious of a. bait that looks too 
inviting, so Mr. Rhodes makes sand- 
wiches of two or three kinds, one of 
bread and another with meat, for in- 
stances, all liberally dosed with poison, 
and wraps them in paper, placing them 
in the likely spots. The resufie are 
usually entirely satisfactory to every 
one except the rats and mice. 

Where there re holes that can be 
plugged up, an fur exterminating 
moles in the fields, Mr. Rhodes uses 
bisulphide of carbon, which may be ob- 
tained at any drug store. A piece of 
cotton is soaked in this liquid and 
placed in the hole or burrow, and the 
opening plugged up tightly with earth 
to prevent the gas escaping, and if the 
is in the hole it is quickly 
smothered, as are also any other ver- 
min or insects that may happen to be 
there. The chemical is entirely harm- 
less to the person using it when nan- 
died in this way, and is in no way 
dangerous to have around. 

The ordinary brown rat breeds six 
or more times a year, producing an av- 
erage of ten at a litter. Thus a pair 
breeding uninterruptedly, and without 
deaths, could produce in three years 
the enormous total of 359,709,480 rats! 

“One of the greatest factors in the 
increase of rats and mice,” gaid Mr. 
Rhodes, is the persistent killing off of 
the birds and other creatures that prey 
upon them. yews d birds and animals 
that are decidedly beneficial, since 
they subsist largely on harmful insects 
and rodents, are habitually destroyed 
by some farmers and others because 
they occasionally kill a chicken or a 
game bird. The aes they accomplish 
is far in excess of the harm they do, 
however, for rats actually destroy far 
more poultry and game, both eggs and 
young chicks, than all the birds and 
wild animals combined. These natur- 
al enemies of ce and moles 
onent | to be protected rather than de- 
stroyed.” 

In common with other patriotic citi- 
sens, Mr. Rhodes is convinced that it is 
especially important at this time that 


all waste and unnecessary destruction 
be eliminated, and that a vigorous and 
unceasi war of extermination should 
be waged against all destructive pests.

It is generally conceded that this 
will, of necessity, have to be the pre- 
vailing policy in the near future, Re- 
quest your customers, as a@ war méeas- 
ure, to carry their packages with them. 
Some folks do not know or realize that 
America is at war and that war con- 
ditions prevail, just explain it to them, 
insist on it, tell them to read the news- 
papers; you'll soon bring them to un- 
derstand it. 

The egg lawis a good law; it meansa 
shorter route for eggs from the hen 
to the consumer; that means fresher 
and better eggs. The hen lays only 
fresh eges. The farmer must sell 
them while fresh, the country merchant 
must candle them, the commission man 
must candle them, the retailer must 
candle them, each of these dealers 
must use an “egg certificate,” placed 
on the container, giving date of can- 
dling. The retailer must insist on 
the customer keeping the eggs fresh 
in a cool, dry place. Thus each of 
these classes will help to keep eggs 
fresh by quick transportation from 
the “farm to the table,” thereby help- 
ing to cut out the meanest of men—the 
egg speculator. 

“Net weights” came up during the 
meeting. Several cases were reported 
of short weighting the retailer by an 
over plus of wrapping paper—17 
pounds of breakfast bacon wrapped in 
1% pounds of paper; that is 15% 
pounds of bacon and 1% pounds of Pa- 
per, but the retailer is billed for 17 
pounds. 

Cheese, when ‘taken out of the box, 
weighed three pounds short. This is 
an outrage; there is but one relief, the 
federal food administration or the city 
inspector. You should have net weight; 
the law allows that; don’t stand for 
short weight. If a retail grocer must 
pay for the box a cheese is packed in, 
then let the box be charged on the bill 
as one box, 10c or 15c, but certainly 
not as three pounds of cheese at 32 
to 88c the pound, that would bring the 
price of the box up to $1 or “there- 
abouts.” You do not have to buy 
paper at 46c the pound nor wood boxes 
at 32c the pound. There is a limit to 
everything; we think the retailer has 
“struck the limit” when he is charged 
for containers at the price per pound 
of the contents. The porfit-margin 
on which you now sell is too narrow 
for “short weighting; the price you 
are forced to charge your customer 
is too bigh to admit a raise in price 
to cover cheese boxes at 32c and wrap- 
ping paper at 46c per pound. In order 
therefore to protect your customer and 
yourself demand net weight, net meas- 
ure and full count; otherwise there is 
but two things for you to do—over- 
charge your customer or go out of bus- 
iness. You are not going to do the 
first; you do not want to do the sec- 
ond,

STH DISTRICT WIL 
CHRISTEN BATTLESHES 


Ten Ships and Ten Tanks Al- 


lowed This Territory, Says 
St. Elmo Massengale 


That the Sixth Federal Reserve dis- 
trict is going to have the honor of 
christening ten new warships off Uncle 
Sam, and ten of the new tanks, or 
“land battleships” as they have been 
called, was announced Friday by St. 
Elmo Massengale, director of publicity 
for the fourth Liberty Loan in this 
district. 

The manner in which these ships will 


be christened after various cities and | 


counties in the six states comprising 
the district, was explained by Mr. Mas- 
sengale as follows: 

“The privilege of naming and select- 
ing sponsors for ten new ships and ten 
new tanks now being built by the gov- 
ernment is given the publicity com- 
mittee for the fourth Liberty an in 
the Sixth Federal Reserve district. 

“The first six ships may be named 
by the city of 5,000 population and 
above (one in each state) which se- 
cures the largest percentage of sub- 
scriptions per population based on 1910 
census, and the four remaining ships 
may be named by the four cities of 
5,000 population and above throughout 
the district at large, after the first six 
are named, on the same basis as above; 
or, in other words, ten cities will name 
ten ships. 

Ceunties Name Tanks. 

“The tanks are to be named by coun- 
ties, and on the same basis as for the 
cities, excepting restrictions as to size. 


“Under no circumstances may a ship| 


be named after an individual or organ- 
ization, and, wherever possible, names 
of both ships and tanks will bear the 
prefix ‘Liberty.’ 

“The tanks and ships that are ready 
for delivery when the winners of the 
contest are decided, will be assigned 
for christening without delay. 

“The selection of sponsors for both 
ships and tanks will be left to the 
successful communities and counties. 
Contests for these honors may be open- 
ed to all persons except members of 
families of Libertv Loan committee ex- 
ecutives. ° 

“Permission to name the ships was 
given by Mre. Woodrow Wilson, wife 
of the president. Her desire to aid in 
stimulating the sale of Liberty Bonds 
caused her to assign the naming of the 
ships to communities and counties that 
may gain unusual honors in the fourth 
Liberty Loan campaign.”

Washington has been officially advised | 
that the Pan-Russian conference at Oufa, 


which the provisional government, includ- 
ing that of Siberia, opposed to the Bolshe- 
viki have recognized, has constructed a form 
of lawful governmental authority for aill 
Russia, the same to become effective next 
January 1. 


- In the meantime, while the better ele- 
ment of the Russian people is thinking gov- 
ernment as opposed to amarchy, and work- 
ing along lines with government, law and 


order, as the objestive, anarchy, intrigue | 


and Hun propaganda are not likely to gain 
much headway. 

The dispatch from the chief of the de- 
partment of foreign affairs of the Oufa 
government to the Russian embassy in 
Washington, announcing the results of the 
Pan-Russian conference, contains a highly 
significant paragraph, declaring that— 

“As the separate provinces of Russia 
are being delivered from the yoke of 
Bolshevikism, the temporary organs of 
legal authority are reconstituting and 
reuniting themselves. On the territory of 
European Russia, they were concentrat- 
ing under the authority of a committee 
of members of the constituent assembly 
of all Russia, while in Siberia they 

»- were rallying under the provisional gov- 
ernment of Siberia.” 

It is explained that the new movement 
seeks to unite, and is subscribed to by, all 
- of the political parties in Russia, which:

"2. Reject any 
peace. 

“3. Do not 
Brest-Litovsk. 

“4. Have decided to continue the war 

axzainst the Bolsheviki and Germans in 
ecregeste with the Czecho-Slovaks.” 


In all history there never was a reign 
of confusion and terror which did not ulti- 
mately burn itself out and give way to a 
stabilized form of government. 

The world never before saw such a 
chaotic state of affairs as that now existing 
in Russia. It has been a continuous round 
of turmoil, confusion, outlawry, . ruthless 
brigandage, looting and bloodshed. Mur- 
ders have been committed promiscuously— 
God alone knows how many innocent lives 
have been sacrificed upon the altar of an- 
archy, greed and intrigue since the un- 
speakable Trotzky and Lenine intrigued 
themselves into places of power in hapless 
Russia by the adroit use of German money! 

Such a state of affairs must necessarily 
be short-lived. It always has been so, and 
always will be. 

Sooner or later the people of Russia are 
bound to realize that all of their sufferings 
of the last few months—all of the deception, 
cruelty and the unparalleled horrors to 
which they have been subjected—are at- 
tributable directly to Berlin, to Hun in- 
trigue and to Hun disregard for human 
rights, human life and humanity.

The anticipation of the management, ac- 
' cording to The Spokesman-Review’s account 


of the event, “was far exceeded by the out- 
SEE, pouring of peach pits.” 


“Seven barrels had been placed at the 
curb in front of the theater,” continues the 
story— 

“but these were filled early in the after- 

noon. Dry goods cases and crates were 
secured hurriedly, but before they could 
be put in place the vestibule was piled 
high with pits. When the rush ended at 
6 o'clock, after which no more pits were 
accepted, the harvest was seven barrels, 
four dry goods cases and two crates fill- 
ed to overflowing. 

“In addition to the pits that were car- 
ried to the theater by youngsters, 
numerous shipments were received by 
mail and express, just to help the cause 
along.” 

In all, 2,500 pounds of pits, washed and 
dried, were exchanged for tickets by 3,000 
theater patrons, for the most part school 
children, the actual number of pits being 
estimated to be 150,000—sufficient to make 
carbon for 750 gas masks, or enough, gas 
masks to supply three full companies of 
infantry! 


The pits were turned over to the local 
chapter of the Red Cross, and by this time 
probably they are in the form of charcoal— 
enough charcoal to save 750 precious lives 
and to win a victory in the face of a Hun 
gas attack! 

The school authorities of the city caught 
the spirit of the occasion, and co-operated 
with the theater management in making the 
most of it. 

Such a novel diversion of ingenuity and 
enterprise into a utilitarian and patriotic 
channel merits commendation, both for the 
theater management responsible for it, and 
for all who contributed to its success. 


THE BREAK-UP! 


“The last blow has opened the eyes of 
the commonest soldier to the break-up of 
German military supremacy!” 

This statement, coming as it did from a 
captured German officer in France a few 
days ago, is highly significant. 

And its significance is magnified by the 
fact that at the time it was made the officer 
in question, and his men, knew nothing of 
the defeats the central alliance is suffering 
concurrently in Macedonia and in the Holy 
Land. Yet, even with his vision and knowl- 
edge thus limited—even in the light of what 
he has seen immediately surrounding him— 
he reads only the “break-up of German mili- 
tary supremacy!” 

“We are defeated and know it,’ he is 
quoted as having said further; and— 

“I doubt, however, whether the German 
soldiers yet uncaptured realize how 
crushing this defeat is. Coming through 
your lines I saw things I could scarcely 
believe. Such transports, such horses, 
such men. Those masses of artillery 
compared with our wrecked iron-wheeled 
transport, skidding all over the place 
and blocking the roads in wet weather: 
our scanty, badly-fed horses; boys pre- 
tending to be guards (he was a member 
of the second guards)—all emphasize the 
terrible contrast in the condition of the 
opposing armies. 

“We still have a certain amount of ar- 
tillery, but you must have five guns to 
our one. We are well off as to shells, but 
you seem to have an endless supply. 

“Germany:-is defeated. The sooner she 
recognizes the fact the better. But you 
will have to admit that we put up a good 
fight. No nation could have done more.” 

“Such transports; such horses; such 
men!” Yes, and such a surprise to the 
dupes of the Hohenzollern-Hapsburg “divine 
right” regime who had been led to believe 
that “The Americans cannot land an army 
in France—our U-boats will see to that;” 
that “the Americans will prove of no greater 
military, effectiveness than did Rumania,” 
and that “the Americans are cowards and 
cannot fight!” . 

“But you will have to admit that we put 
up a good fight!”’ 

All things considered, no! 

After more than forty years of prepara- 
tion, with a future war as the empire's cen- 
tral objective, and with all of its industrial, 
economic, social and political activities for 
more than forty years directed to the one 
purpose of military supremacy, we are not 
compelled to admit that the Huns have put 
up “a good fight.” 

They have put up a mean fight, a bar- 
barous fight, an inhuman, a shameless and 
an unspeakably brutal fight; and just now 
they are putting up a desperate one: but 
through it all they have proven faint-heart- 
ed and “yellow” in tight places, and when 
opposed by anything approaching equal 
numbers. And such fighting and such a 
fight can hardly~-be classed as “a good 
fight!” 

But, according tothis captive officer, the 
whole thing will soon be a thing of horrible 
memory. And current events bear him out!

“There are peanuts and fat hogs for 
better money-making any time you want 
to try it. Likewise there is tobacco. It 
is a far better money crop, and you can 
make it. At least, other farmers in this 
section are at it in successful manner. 
And there are sweet potatoes. Honestly, 
You can make more money in one year 
with sweet potatoes now than you will 
ever make again off a cotton crop as 
long as there is a boll weevil to help 
gather the cotton. It will mot be very 
hard to find something a whole lot better 
than cotton, and it igs your fault if you 
do not get right down to the planting 
for the new crop now. It is a waste of 
time to plant cotton and worry over it 
from the start to the finish.” 

With a country so prolific in food, and 
such a variety of other ready-money crops, 
tne wonder is that the one-crop idea wasn't 
wholly abandoned long ago. 

Wherever cotton is planted as a side- 
crop—because it is necessary to devote a 
limited acreage to cotton—there is better, 
bigger business all around. The farm that 
feeds itself, on the things grown on the

NUTS FOR WAR SERVICE. 


The recent request by the government 
that no fruit pits nor nut shells be wasted, 
but instead that all such material be con- 
served by the public for war purposes, sug- 
gests a happy means by which every boy and 
every girl who has access to woods in which 
nut-bearing trees abound may render effect- 
ive aid to the boys who are in the trenches 
in France, and in a way that is both pleasant 
and health-giving. 

That is by devoting his or her spare 
hours in fine- weather to the gathering 6f 
nuts. 

Of the species of nuts that the govern- 
ment specifies in its request, hickory nuts 
and black walnuts are among those indig- 
enous to Georgia. In this part of the state 
the Wogmer especially are plentiful. Upon 
every hand in every wooded area hereabouts 
hickory nut trees are to be found in profu- 
sion;. and predominating among them are 
species of trees the nuts from which are too 
small to be of much commercial value for 
food, and hence each autumn they are left 
to lie where they fall from the tree. Tons 
upon tons of them strew the leaf-carpeted 
forests, eventually to rot and become a part 
of the leaf-mold. 

The government wants all of the hickory 
nut shells it can get. The same applies like- 
wise to black. walnut shells—which variety 
of nut thrives in Georgia, but it is not so 


and the pits of sundry 
such as peach, plum, 


nut, Brazil nut, etc.; 
varieties of fruit, 
prune, apricot, etc. 

It wants these materials because from 
them a form of carbon, or charcoal pecu- 
liarly adaptable as a filter in gas masks, to‘ 
arrest thé poisonous fumes from the Hun’s 
gas shells, is made. 

No other “raw” material answers the 
purpose nearly so well; and thus it may 
readily be understood what a valuable serv- 
ice it is to assist in supplying it. 

The children of Georgia, especially of the 
Piedmont section of Georgia—the adults as 
well, for that matter—have here a splendid 
opportunity to do something that will have 
a’ distinct and a direct bearing upon the 
winning of the war, and upon saving the 
lives of the soldiers who, in the trenches, 
are momentarily subject to gas attacks by 
the barbarous enemy. 

If the school teachers and the parents of 
north Georgia were to encourage the young- 
sters to devote as much as practicable of 
their playtime and week-end holidays to 
gathering hickory nuts in the woods, to be 
turned over to the Red Cross, as per the 
federal directions, they, too, would be help- 
ing in a material way to a realization of the 
great objective of us all, and at the same 
time in a way that wotld be immeasurably 
beneficial to the young folks. 

Whether or not any money can be made 
out of the nuts thus gathered is beside the 
question. Our boys “over there” who are 
doing our fighting against the Hun and his 
murderous gas are not making any money 
out of it, so why should we?

UPHILL FIGHTING 
WORRIES YANKS NO 
MORE THAN RIVER 


(From The Stars and Stripes, the official publica- 
tion of the American Expeditionary Forces, published 
every Friday at Paris by and for the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces.) 


It was M. Tardieu, France’s high com- 
missioner to our capital, who told the world 
that an American division on the Oufcq had 
met and defeated a division of the Prussian 
Guards. 

When the history of that American di- 
vision comes to be written with all the free- 
dom of retrospect, it may be added that in 
the course of the great battle which began 
on July 15, 1918, that division, before it stop- 
ped to catch its breath, had met and done 
battle with two divisions of the Prussian 
Guards, of which, it ig said, there are but 
five altogether. 

It is probable that the fighting the 
Americans experienced between July 27 and 
August 3 will be studied at school by your 
children and your grandchildren at the Bat- 
tle of the Ourcq, but that unpretentious 
creek had little to do with it except as, 
through the centuries, it had worn down the 
land till there sloped away to the north of 
it a gradual hill most difficult to storm, 


No one will understand the Battle of the 
Ourcq who does not keep in mind the fact 
that the mere rushing across the stream it- 
self presented no difficulties and that the 
real fight was the fight to possess the 
heights beyond. ' 

Swift Dash for Heights. 


It took one battalion only thirty minutes 
to dash down the southern slope, wade the 
river and entrench itself at the crest of the 
first slope beyond: It took the forces en- 
gaged there five days of the bitterest fight- 
ing to move a kilometer further to capture 
Sergy and Seringes, and make the heights 
untenable for the crown prince’s forces. 


For the Americans engaged, it meant, 
after the first rush, an artillery battle of the 
heaviest kind, great guns brovgnt into play, 
while neither side could boast the deep en- 
trenchments of the older lines. In addition 
to the steady, poisonous rat-a-tat-tat of 
machine guns innumerable and the roar of 
the larger pieces, the thunder of that battle 
as augmented toward the end by the rever- 
berations of ammunition dumps, where the 
Germans were feverishly trying to destroy 
their own costly accumulations because they 
knew they could not get away with them. 


It has been said that Seringes changed 
hands several times. As a matter of fact, 
the American artillery blasted the Germans 
out of all but one corner of the town, and, 
after mopping it up, the American infantry 
withdrew to avoid the answering fire from 
the German guns. The enemy clung to his 
corner until he made his retreat from that 
entire sector on August 2 

They Never Let Go. 


It has been said that Sergy changed 
hands nine times in as many hours. The 
Yankee regiment that took it will telbk you 
that it grabbed Sergy on the first day and 
never let go again. 

What happened was that American regi- 
ments rushed and held positions on either 
side of the gun-bristling village, that the 
village itself thereupon became a No Man’s 
Land, in which, through five days and nights, 
venturesome patrols did. battle from time to 
time. 

Neither town was important in itself, and 
both stood out in the communiques and dis- 
patches because, visible on all maps, they 
were easier to identify, if not easier to cap- 
ture, than the nameless, blood-drenched 
crests between. 

The first rush across the Ourcg which pre- 
ceded the battle on the heights where these 
two towns weré was made in the early hours 
of Sunday morning, July 28. It was made by 
troops that had been pursuing the Germans 
from the Marne, pursuing a retreating enemy 
who paused from time to time to resist vio- 
lently. All the way the Yankees had been 


| hampered by clusters of machine guns and 


; 


the backward play of the German heavies 
tearing up the fields. The pursuit was made 
along narrow, twisting roads, cut by shells 
and made muddier and muddier by the inter- 
mittent squalls of summer rain. 


Already Acress River. 


The pursuit was hot, the scheme to keep 
the enemy on the jump. The plan and order 
was to advance from the heights below the 
Oureq to the heights beyond at 4:30 Sunday 
morning. As the time approached, it became 
apparent that all the elements would not be 


ready nor all the artillery needed yet in posi- 
tion. 

An order to delay the advance was rushed 
down the line, but it is part of the price paid 
for such a hot and harassing pursuit that 
communications aré, naturally, not always 
perfect, and when the countermanding order 
reached one regiment, its first battalion was 
alfeady across the river, and when it reach- 
ed another, the advance battalion was al- 
ready in the flush of its first exultant rush 
down the slope to the stream. 

Recall was blown, but the boy who made 
the bugle sing from his post in the golden 
wheatfield was called to deaf ears. There 
was no stopping the triumphant rush of the 
doughboys, who, with ‘“‘Heaven, Hell or Ho- 
boken before Christmas!” as their battle cry, 
had swept over the sloping ground, waded 
the Ourcq and, through a rain of machine 
gun bullets, rushed up the _ slope on the 
other side. It would have been as easy to 
stop an avalanche with a protesting hand. 


Beating Hoyle to It. 


Such advance battalions, storming the 
hill without the advantage of any artillery 
whatever and obliged to hold the crest for an 
hour or so before they could have fellow bat- 
talions shoulder to shoulder with them, were 
not exactly playing according to Hoyle, but 
some who shared in it believe that if they 
had waited for a more orthodox and per- 
fectly prepared advance, the Germans, too, 
would have been better prepared, the low- 
lying mists in the valley of the Ourcq would 
have lifted their sheltering curtain, and the 
Yanks might never have crossed at all. 

Once across, the leading battalions drop- 
ped back to hide behind the crest of the 
first slope and there dug themselves in with 
their bayonets, with their mess-tin covers, 
with their fingers—anything for a little hole 
in the ground. Then, as never before, they 
learned to cherish the shovel, and those who 
had brought them along found—as many a 
dead German cannot testify—that they are 
not half bad as offensive weapons in the 
hand-to-hand fighting such as followed the 
first rush across the river. 


A Battle in Panorama. 


The charge of the infantry was an un- 
forgettable spectacle to those privileged to 
watch it, for the valley of the Ourcgq is one 
of those basins from whose rim you can see 
a whole battle in*panorama. 

Such a watcher would have seen the 
doughboys advancing in skirmish formation 
as pretty and as perfect as ever they knew 
in the pleasant training fields—nor falter- 
ing in the least when any of their number 
fell, as many did. 

He would have seen companies advancing 
warily on German machine gun nests, the 
captains exhorting and directing them like 
the football coaches on the side lines at 
home. He would have seen lean, rangy 
Yankees standing up as bold, shining tar- 
gets, because, in that position, they could 
pour their fire into the enemy gunners with 
a deadlier aim. 

He would have seen a single company 
snuff out eight separate machine gun nests 
and doughboys turning the captured guns on 
the enemy. This rejoiced their hearts, for 
the guns captured were the very type on 
which they had taken their first lessons back 
home, and the thousands of rounds of cap- 
tured ammunition came in ever so handy. 

He would have witnessed prodigies of 
courage and endurance, man after man of 
all ranks wounded, but stubbornly refusing 
to be carried back. He would have seen 
wounded men escaping from the ambulances 
and fainting on their way back into battle, a 
wounded sergeant persuading his litter bear; 
ers to prop him against a fallen tree and let 
him take a few more shots.

‘Editor’s Note: This article by Cap- 
tain Oliver Q. Melton, Company K, 325th 
Infantry, now “somewhere in France,” 
is a fitting tribute to Lieutenant John 
Paul Tyler, chaplain of the 325th In- 
fantry. Captain Melton is a son of Dr. 
Wightman F. Melton, of Emory univer- 
sity, and has been in the army since our 
country declared war on Germany. Be- 
fore the war he was city editor of The 
Atlanta Constitution. In writing this 
article about Chaplain Tyler, he does s0 
from. the viewpoint of an army man and. 
a newspaper man. This tribute from the 
ranks shows how the men of his regi- 
ment feel towards s Chaplain Tyler. 


Southern Methodism > has given one man 
to “the cause” who is fulfilling his mission 
in a broad-minded, red-blooded manner. This 
man is Dr. John Paul Tyler, of the Balti- 
more conference, now Lieutenant John 
Paul Tyler, chaplain of the 325th Infantry 
regiment, national army. 

Chaplain Tyler was assigned to this regi- 
ment last November, and since then he has 
been a great factor in the development of- 
this fighting unit. When the regiment was 
ordered overseas an attempt was made by 
Camp Gordon headquarters to keep Lieuten- 
ant Tyler at the camp, because of his valu- 
able work in the camp. But Chaplain Tyler 
quickly let it be known that his “place was 
with his boys on the battle line.” So when 
the 325th sailed for Europe, John Paul Tyler 
was along. And every single man in the 
command, be he Protestant or Roman Cath- 
Olic, is glad that John Paul Tyler came along. 
For this man has made good in every sense 
of the word. 

I have seen him baptize a lieutenant in 
the very front line trenches! I have seen 


him bind up the wounds of a corporal with 
his own first aid packet. I have heard him 


hold services with his audience made up of 

men of every creed and nationality. I have 

seen him brave danger that would balk many 

aman. I’ve seen John Paul Tyler under fire 

and I’ve seen him tried, and to me he’s the 

ideal army chaplain. / 
Gun Replacement for Pulpit. 

“Chaplain Tyler ig our friend,” is the way 
the men in the 325th put it. Recently, just 
last Sunday, the chaplain held services for 
my battalion on the top of a very high 
mountain. The top flattened out into a 
plateau, and the plateau was bristling with 
fortifications. His pulpit was the top of a 
gun emplacement. The music was furnished 
by the regimental band, and the audience 
was made up of some nine hundred men, 
Catholics, Jews, Protestants and even Atheists 
sat at his feet and listened to his message. 
And his message was an inspired one. 
“More than Conquerors” was his text. 

And the message he delivered was one that 
could be appreciated by all denominations, 
all creeds. It was a message such as the 
Master Himself would have delivered “when 
he led them up into a mountain.” In: fact, 
as the chaplain led them up the winding 
road to the top of the plateau, one could not 
help but think of that passage. 

Our regiment is made up of some twenty 
or more nationalities. In my company alone 
there are eighteen. different nationalities 
represented. To be chaplain to such a body 
of men is no little job. Fully 40 per cent are 
Catholics, 10 per cent Jews, and the remain, 
der range all the way from good old shout- 
ing Methodists-to Holy Rollers. But John 
Paul Tyler is chaplain to every single one 
of the three thousand six hundred men in 
the 325 Infantry. 

Prometion Coming. 

The work of this good man has attract- 
ed the attention of General Burnham, ef 
our division, and the regiment has been no- 
tified that before long Captain Tyler will 
be promoted from lieutenant to captain, or 
even major and placed in charge of the en- 
tire divisional work. And John Paul Tyler 
is a big enough man to fill the bill. To 
minister as chap'nin to twenty-five thousand 
men is no easy task, but “the chaplain” is 
the man who can handle such a congrega- 
tion. 

Should the Good Father decree that Chap- 
Tyler return to the states, safe and 
sound after the war, there’s no honor the 
Southern Methodist church can bestow on 
him that he will not deserve. 

When John Paul Tyler was chosenby the 
Southern Methodist church to enter the army 
as a chaplain, it was indeed a wWise choice.

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Unconditional Surrender 
And Then Peace Terms, 
Urges Richard H. Edmonds 


Baltimore, September 28.—(Special.)— 
Following the Bulgarian request for an 
armistice, Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, today wired The 
London Times the following: * 

“While the United States is not tech- 
nically at war with Bulgaria, its people are 
at heart at war with Bulgaria and every 
other enemy of our European allies. From 
all parts of this country we are hearing of 
an overwhelming sentiment.that there should 
be no peace parley of any kind with Ger- 
many or any of its allies until there has 
been an unconditional surrender of the armies 
and navies of Germany and all of its allies. 

“Civilization cannot permit an armistice 
or peace or parley with assassins. The uni- 
versal thought in America of every honest- 
hearted man and woman is for unconditiona!] 
surrender by the criminals and adequate pun- 
ishment afterwards. America is whole-souled- 
ly in this war to a finish.”

So Promptly Answered in 
the Negative by President 

Wilson Is Just Beginning 
of Berlin’s Effort to Turn 
Attention of Allies From 
Victory by Arms. 


RECALLS CAMOUFLAGED 
OFFERS MADE IN 1916 


German Junkerism Is Not 
Defeated, and News of 
Breaking Morale Should 
_Not Cause. Entente Na- 
tions to Be Fooled Into 
Bargaining Away Victory 
in Berlin-Planned Confer- 
ence.

President Wilson's prompt and 
erushing rejection of the Austrian 
peace proposal has stopped the second 
yerman peace offensive in the enemy's 
places of assembly. The assaulting 
columns never left the hostile trenches. 
In every circumstance this action of 
the president was admirable, and the 
inspiring fact was promptly disclosed 
that Mr. Wilson had spoken the will 
of the country and that his decision 
was that of the whole American peo- 
pie. 

But does the first impulse end the 
German offensive; has the initial de- 
feat ended the danger? I do not think 
anyone who recalls the history of the 
first German peace offensive, that of 
December, 1916, can believe this. In 
point of fact, the allied statesmen of 
all the nations at war declined the 
first German proposal as promptly 
and as uncompromisingly as has the 
president, now, but what was the re- 
suit? For more than a year the Ger- 
man maneuver continued; it procured 
revolution in Russia, disorganization 
in the allied countries, a decline in the 
morale and the solidarity of the Brit- 
ish and French peoples; it brought the 
whole allied cause to the edge of ut- 
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There has been too much willingness 
on the allied side to accept’ German 
conditions as painted by optimism 
rather than by accurate report. Fail- 
ure to understand the facts at the 
time of the first German peace offen- 


ter disaster. 
New German Maneuvers, 

It is essential, therefore, to keep 
one’s mind fixed upon the new German 
maneuver as dangerous and certain to 
grow more dangerous in the next few 
months, during which military opera- 
tions will necessarily pause and the 
world, resting from battle, but 
from the agonies of war, will have 
time and reason to think once more 
of peace. 

Today we are all of us in America of 
one mind on the subject of peace. We 
are agreed that there can be no peace 
by negotiation and no peace of any 
sort until the German army has been 
beafen, the military power of the 
German nation broken by defeat; until 
we have demonstrated to the Ger- 
man people that it is not possible for 


them by arms to dominate the world, 


or, having, invoked ruthlessness and 
terror, to @scape the consequences of. 
these crimés and atrocities which have 
for more than four years been the 
steady concomitant of German advance 
or retreat. 

We are, in America, agreed that the 
time to talk with the enemy is when 
he ts beaten, not before, and that the 
way to talk with him then is by the 
imposition upon him of our peace 
terms, not by secret debate in private 
conference, which shall have the char- 
acter of a bargain counter operation. 
In this spirit~the nation, not only 
through the president, but with the 
president, answered Austria. We have 
been a long time arriving at a sound 


view of the world situation, but we 
have arrived, and our voice is unani- 


mous.

can doubt this. 


And there are certain truths which 
are axiomatic. In the first place we 
must put aside the notion that the 
German is beaten, or, what is more 
important, believes he is beaten. At 
the close of rather ‘more than four 
years of war he has conquered the in- 
dustrial regions of France, occupied 
Belgium, demolished the Russian em- 
pire and all cohesion in the Russian 
people; he duminates Vienna, Sofia, 
Constantinople; he holds Serbia, con- 
trols Rumania; his allied armies are 
in Venetia. He has lost some battles 


this year, his confidence has been in| 


a measure shaken, but this confidence 
is shaken only as it applies to the ex- 
pected compiete victory by arms. De- 
feat in the sense of invasion, of sur- 
render, has not yet been established 
as a possibility in the minds of the 
masses of the German people. 


Peace By Bargain, 

The only notion of peace which now 
exists in the minds of the German peo- 
ple is a peace by bargain. Germany 
will pay back some of her stolen prof- 
its provided she can keep others. The 
German people demand of their gov- 
ernment that it shall show its moder- 
ation and generosity by offering terms 
of this sort; the government is in- 
trenching itself against criticism at 
home by putting Austria up to offer 
such terms and then indorsing the 
proposal of the subordinate. It is an 
utterly false view to hold that Ger- 
many is exhausted, believes herself 
beaten and has offered peace proposals 
in a panic to escape defeat. This is 
not the case. 

On the contrary, the German has 
had recourse again to the peace offen- 
sive, becase his military operations 
have temporarily turned out badly. 
This is exactly what he did in 1916, 
and now as then, his peace offensive 
is a war offensive, it is a method of 
winning the war on his own terms, it 
is a preparation for military opera- 
tions later, just as the loosing of poi- 
son gas and the delivery of an artil- 
lery bombardment are preparations for 
an infantry attack. 

The very best way in which to un- 
derstand the present German offen- 
sive is to go back for a moment and 
examine the first peace offensive. Then 
it will be realized how completely the 
peace agitation is subordinate to the 
general and central idea, which is to 
win the war. If the American people 
are to understand the German cam- 
paign they must at once dismiss two 
misapprehensions, one, that, a beaten 
Germany is seeking peace by surren- 
der to escape defeat and disaster; two, 
that when the German talks about 
peace he means peace in our sense, 
or means anything but the use of 
peace talk to disarm his enemy, that 
he may fall upon him again and de- 
stroy him. 

Six days after the fall of Bucharest 
in 1916 the Germans made a peace pro- 
posal. They did it on the morrow of 
a great victory, but at the close of a 
campaign in which they had been de- 
feated both at Verdun and at the 
Somme. This proposal was at once 
hailed in all allied countries as an evi-' 
dence of weakness and despair and was 
rejected by allied statesmen with little 


mer ministry realizing that revolution 
was at hand, had betrayed Rumania to 
them in order that the defeat of Ru- 
mania might dem$nstrate that victory 
was impossible and peace by negotia- 
tion inevitable. Only thus could the 
bureaucracy in Russia hope to save it- 
self and turn against the revolutionists, 
the troops recalled from war. The 
Sturmer ministry had fallen, but the 
Russian conditions remained, and hav- 
ing dealt with the cabinet*the Germans 


| were now operating through the gut- 


ter; having exploited the ministerial 

fear of the revolutionists it was now 

making use of the revolutionists. 
Foresaw Russian Revolution. 

Accurately the Germans diagnosed 
the Russian situation. They foresaw 
the revolution, which they manufac- 
tured; they understood that the mass of 
the Russian people were exhausted and 
conqu@red and desired peace at any 
price. They calculated that if Germany 
offered peace and Russia refused it, to- 
gether with her allies, then the Russian 
monarchy would fall and the people, 
mad for peace, would § destroy their 
rulers and reject their alliances. Ina 
word, the Germans calculated, quite 
correctly, that a peace proposal would 
complete the work of Hindenburg and 
Mackensen and put Russia out of the 
war. Then they could have their way 
in the east. The treaty of Brest-Li- 
tovsk was the final proof of their cor- 
rectness of vision. 

Again, the Germans were on the 
point of launching their submarine 
campaign, and there was deadly danger 
lest this should involve them in war 
with the United States. But they hop- 
ed that if they assumed the attitude 
of seeking peace, affirmed a willing- 
ness to end the war, adopted the tone 
of reasonableness without giving any 
awkward guarantees of good faith, the 
enemy nations would at once reject 
their proposals and the result would 
be the creation of a public sentiment 
in America against allied obstinacy, 
and that this sentiment would lead to 
an acceptance of the new submarine 
regulations. Believing that the Amer- 
ican people would see the war prolong- 
ed by allied obstinacy, the Germans 
hoped to escape conflict with America. 
In this they miscalculated, but what is 
important is that they were calculat- 
ing. 

‘Even more important were the cal- 
culations with respect to the British 
and French people. Both were war 
weary. In Britain, the pacifists. the 
idealists, the humanitarians were be- 
ginning to reassert themselves and 
their criticism of their own government 
was undermining public confidence. At 
the other end of the line selfishness 
was making itself heard; labor, fearful] 
lest its recently won victories should 
be lost in the war; capital, apprehensive 
lest a prolongation of the war should 
lead to the destruction of capital and 
the elimination of all ancient -privi- 
leges, was becoming nervous and look- 
ing eagerly toward a settlement. 

In addition, there was in Britain dis- 
appointment with the government 
which had just led to the fall of As- 
quith ahd the coming of Lloyd-George, 
and upon Lloyd-George the pacifists and 
the idealists were centering a danger- 
ous attack.

The Rev. Mark A. Matthews, D. D.,

He spoke of the peace terms that the 
illies should impose upon Germany, 
-onsigned the kaiser to exile, shut Ger- 
many off from relations with all the 
world and demanded the execution of 
Germdn leaders. The speaker called 
profiteers “infamous traitors,” who 
‘ought to be court-martialed and shot.” 


Must Be No Negotiated Peace. 

Preceding the peace terms of the 
allies, ten in number, the preacher gave 
what he called four preliminary sug- 
gestions. They were: 

“Every peace proposal heretofore 
suggested has been German made, re- 
gardless of the pious or uniform lips 
or pens through which it has been 
filtered. 

“There shall never be a negotiated 
peace, nor shall the insidious propa- 
ganda for a negotiated peace be con- 
sidered. 

“The Vatican shall not have a seat 
at the peace table. It has no right to 
such seat unless it were frankly to 
admit that it {s one of the belliigerents; 
if on the side of Germany—for that 
reason and for others, it shall never 
have a seat at the peace table. It is 
not an intermediary, cannot be, has no 
right to bg claimed as such. 

“Germany shall be crushed and made

If I had had the ghost of an idea that my letter to you was to be published, I might have writ- 
tert differently.

Spoils! President Wilson has declared 
that “politics is adjourned,” but civil 
service reform is being set at naught 
by our legislators. The house has al- 
ready passed a census bill which pro- 
vides for the appointment of thousands 


of employees for the next census-tak- 
ing without competitive civil service 
examination. The National Civil Serve 
ice Reform league calls it “an inex- 
cusable and bold attempt to get spoils.” 
It would mean an estimated loss of a 
year’s time and of $2,000,000 to the tax- 
payers. When President Roosevelt ve- 
toed a similar bill he said he did not 
believe in the Jacksonian doctrine that 
to the victor belong the spoils, and 
thought “even less of the doctrine that 
the spoils should be divided without a 
fight by the professional politicians on 
both sides.” A reversion to the spoils 
system is particularly reprehensible at 
this time when economy and patriotism 
should characterize every public enter- 
prise. Should the bill come to Presi- 
dent Wilson, it is unthinkable that it 
would not receive his veto.

Mr. Hall Tells Another Lively Story of the Experiences of George Mainwaring, a Blundering Briton W ho, Loyal and Nervous, Is Picked for a Special Mission 
the United States—Bearing the Silver Greyhound, the Old Actor Stumbles Again with His Precious Package and Again He Is Dumfounded to Learn Tha

PTER severa) disap- 
pointing and trivial 
efforts for His 
Majesty’s govern- 
ment, George Main- 
waring, the actor who 
was born one of the 
Muggins of Lancashire, was spoken of as 
a “close mouth son of a sea cook” in the 
precincts of the Pall Mall bar in Hay- 
market. and, by the green topped staff 
officers of the War Office as a man who 
knew how to hold his tongue. It came 
then us no surprise to Old George that he 
should be offered the opportunity of going 
to the United States as a King’s Messen- 
ger.

It should not be overlooked 
that these men were trained combat sol- 
diers, experienced in the warfare of ‘he 
trench, hardened to the eruel tactics of the 
Hun'‘s massed attack, and wise in every 
trick and device that this war of science 
has developed. 

Against this vastly increased enemy 
force the French and British had only 
the war worn armies which had been 
fighting without pause for nearly four 
yenrs, with the addition of such new and 
untrained troops as were available with 
the summoning of the recruits of the class 
of 1919, mainly youths of eighteen to 
twenty years, who would require at least 
six months of intensive training to be 
capable of holding their places in the line. 

France did all she could and Great 
Britain began a new vombing out of men, 
but with all that they could mobilize the 
best they could hope for was to strengthen 
their defensive columns and to wait for 
the Kaiser to attack. 


The Steady Flow. 


Only the constantly increasing flow of 


realization that the dawn of a new day 
really was near, gave to General Foch gny 
reason to believe that he could seriousiy 
begin to regard wresting the initiative 
from the Germans and launching an of- 
fensive with his forces a.» a possibiliry. 
We know now that the French and the 
British, before the United States demon- 
strated just how rapidly soldiers could be 
sent across the ocean, had settled down to 
wait perhaps two years before attempting 
a big drive against Von Hindenburg. 

All throngh the spring months enemy 
prisoners taken in trench raids were found 
to belong to the Pruesian Guards and 
other shock units sent by the Kaiser to 
the east in the autumn of 1917 as a neces: 
sary measure of defence against Grand 
Duke Nicholas of Russia. Airplane scouts 
found evidence that thousands of big guns 
and more thousands of smaller ones had 
been transported from Poland to Belgium, 
Flanders and Central France in prepara- 
tion for what the Kaiser fondly thoughr 
was to be his “win-the-war” offensive. 
They seemed to be everywhere, these new 
guns. and they added a deeper note to the 
never ceasing chorus of the artillery aloug 
th entire front. 

Then the French and the British got 
the happiest jolt of their lives. General 
Pershing announced, almost casually, that 
the advance batteries of his artillery 


forces were ready for action and asked 
if General Foch would k ndiv tell hin] 


where he wanted them placed. Foch did. 
and right away detachments of lith«. 
xoung American gunners moved up to the 
front, and in no time at all they wer« 
singing their adequate ana effective re- 
sponses to the Hun’'s cannonade Hymn of 
Hate. “Shell for shell and a little bit 
more” was the slogan they made come 
true. 


Cheering the Allies. 

In this instance good news travelled as 
rapidly as bad news is popularly sup- 
posed to make itself heard, and overnight 
the word went through France and 
through Great Britain that the American 
artilerymen were brilliantly capable 
gunners. “They know their business, 
was the comment of the efficient artil 
lerymen of the French army, and the new 
spirit of the Allies began to expand inte

problems of warfare, hold the line in de- 
fence when so ordered, remain quiet 
under provocation of enemy raids when 


their commanders saw that as the best 
thing to do and then smash the foe in com- 
bined artiflery and infantry actions at the 


Fe + 


broader hope and firmer confidence. 

There was much interest, amounting to, 
wondering speculation, as to the manner 
in which the American infantryman, 
would acquit himself in defensive fight- 
ing. It was accepted as a fact from the 
outset that the United States soldiers 
would be brilliantly forceful in attack, 
but there was question whether their 
proud epirits could rest content with the 
long. weary grind of the daye and nights 
in the trenches, simply waiting to counter 
the other fellow’s blews without striking 
back. 

That question was answered on the 
Amiens front when regiments of Persb- 
ing’s army, brigaded temporarily with 
the British, held their ground against suc- 
cessive wave attacks of German infautry 
and smothered each and every one of the 
foe’s ambitious efforts almost before it 
actually got under way. 

Probably General Foch’'s first tenta- 
tive preparations for an offensive cam- 
paign began to take definite form after 
the marvellously skilful work of the 
American forces in the capture of the 
town of Cantigny. This operation proved 
to all—to the allied commandérs. to Gen- 
eral Pershing himself and also, with 
added emphasis, to the Germans—that the 
men from overseas were fighting as capa- 
ble soldiers, not merely as brave ones. 
The proof was found not so much in the 
fact that they captured the town as from 
the manner in which they did it They 
accomplished their task with a misimum 
of loss in men. and they stopped, as they 
were told to do, when the objective of 
their advance had been attained.

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time when the moment was propitious 
was proved on the line at the Marne and 
northward. 

The exploits of the Americans in help- 
ing to etop the Crown Prince’s terrific 
drive to uncover the defences of Paris 
made a deep impression on the French 
army and on the French people, and 
gave a new and stronger backbone to the 
confidence of victory that had begun to 
permeate the nation a few weeks be- 
fore. 

These fights loom larger in the public 
eye than the work of the Americans in 
Alsace-Lorraine, and yet it was there—in 
that land torn from France forty-seven 
years ago—that the Germans made des- 
perate endeavors to harass and wear 
down the men from New York and New 
England who had taken places in the 
first line trenches. It was on these sec- 
tors that United States troops first en- 
tered into the serious work of war. The 
Huns not only found themselves beaten 
in their attempts to shatter the morale of 
the Americans, but they got one good 
trouncing after another for their pains. 
The Pershing men on that front showed 
how they could fight when they went 
after the enemy at Seicheprey, follow- 
ing a temporary reverse, and battered 
their foes into submission. 

There is great military importance in 
the proof that the spirit of the United 
States soldiers cannot be changed in even 
the slightest degree by the frightfulness 
of the Hun. In Lorraine the Kaiser's 
men set bear traps in No Man's Land to 
maim Americans; they strewed the 
ground with live electric wires and they 
laid mines, but all to no purpose—the 
Americans laughed at their tricks and 
beat them. 


The Right Hand of Foch. 

Thus, with the proving of the worth of 
t : American forces Genera! Foch has 
been enabled to win successes in the 
series of “breaking up” attacks designed 
to improve the positions of the allied 
forces and at the same time to do as 
much damage as possible to the enemy 
with a minimum of loss. These attacks 
were made with the possibility always in 
mind that Von Hindenburg might pe 
ready at any moment to launch a new 
attack on a grand scale. 

The tactics adopted by Genera! Foch 
with the aid of the Pershing troops also 
served him as a means of estimating the 
German strength at varions points and 


Kaiser's armies would be likely to strike 
their next great blow. 

In setting a series of attacks in motion 
General Foch and General Pershing took 
into account that they might meet with 
reverses at certain points and that they 
might even hasten the enemy's next of- 
fensive. 


For the Great Drive. | 
The Allied High Command in its prep- 
arations for a general advance, to be 
undertaken with American forces bear- 
ing their full share of the burden, has 
impressed upon all the officers in direct 
control of operations that the campaign 
is to be a long one. No army an expect 


to win every day or to cut its way 
through opposing forces at will, But the 
steady behavior of the Americans bas 
given confidence to their leaders and to- 
the French and British that they will 
know how to take the fortunes of war 
with good grace and that their steadfast- 
ness will triumph throughout the difficult 
tasks allotted to them. 

To-day, just four and a half months 
after the Pershing forces began to take 
lefinite form as a real army, the soldiers 
who either hold the line at the front or are 
held in reserve acrose two hundred and 
fifty miles of the battle line are the sol- 
diers of the Stars and Stripes. They are 
not holding this front alone, of course, for 
at some points the French are with them 
and at others the British are by their side, 
Some of them,, too, are with the re- 
organized Belgian army—an army that de- 
serves to be kept in mind, a ewithstand- 
ing that it lacks the numbers of the 
others, . 

Well informed military authority in 
Washington believes as this {s written 
that the supreme allied attack may be 
much '-arer than is generally expected. 
There will be more German attampts to 
advance, probably one or more Hinden- 
burg drives with full forces, and there will 
be allied attacks on scales of varying mi- 
portance before the greatest of blows falla 
yet there is a steadily growing impression 
that General Foch may decide to take the 
inajor initiative himself in the autumn of 
this year. He is certain to do it if he feels 
that all his forces are properly organized 
tor the desperate struggle that will ensue, 
He is too calm a commander to do it be 
fore then.

of it—and aeroplanes—ie’s got a lot 
of them, too. . But his men are all in. 
I don’t mean that he has quit fight- 
ing. Heaven knows it would be no 
credit to us to push ou if the oppo- 
sition is weak. I mean that they 
know the game is lost. Some there- 
fore, are fighting more desperately 
than ever. Others are surrendering 
to us. Still another brand of Boche 
is using old frightfulness on us. They 
drench us with gas and they have 
revived the flame thrower. The men 
in company B will tell you about 
that.” 


ONLY NATURE'S 
SHELTER. 


The men of company B were ib 
the woods, watching the Germans 
shelling their old billets, very happy 
that they were safe, and wondering 
when Heinie would shift his angle of 
fire. In the new piece of woods 
there was no shelter at all but that 
which nature had provided, and na- 
ture had been -parsimonious here. 
Not a friendly boulder nor soft earth 
which would respond quickly to a 
trench spade. The gnarled and knot- 
ted tree roots interlaced in the hard 
earth, and there was not even an old 
shell hole to help the making of 
dugouts. The men individually were 
digging their shelters, three or four 
feet long, a foot and a half across, 
three feet deep. It was like the dig- 
ging of sO many graves. 

They told me first about the Ger- 
man flame throwers. ‘This unit of 
our army had never been in a quiet 
trench sector, where projector gas 
or liquid fire could be used by the 
enemy, and in following across the 
Ourcg and the Vesle and during the 
immediately following days they had 
learned open warfare. But once the 
Germans had stopped running they 
brought up their trench instruments. 

It was one night in mid-August, 
the three-quarter moon was ob- 
scured by rain clouds and the heat 
over the Vesle river by day had 
caused a shimmering evaporation 
which made the neighborihg bushes 
and the ruins of trees and farm- 
houses appear in ghostly movement. 
The patrols had come and gone. The 
artillery was pounding the back 
areas. In the front line—a line not 
of trenches, but of machine gun sta- 
tions, shell holes, gulleys and bould- 
ers and the completed holes dug in 
the ground—the only activity was 
sniping. 


FLAME THROWERS 


CRAWLED NEARER. 
Sheltering in the shadows, the 
grass and the wheat, the Germans 
crawled toward our line with flame 
throwers, those cylinders shaped ex- 
actly like lifebuoys but bearing ago- 


nizing death. When they got within 
range of B company the leader rose 


stealthily, pointed the nozzle of his 
weapon, and threw the fame over 
No Man’s Land. 

We were taken by surprise. 

The flame passed over, like the 
stream from a nozzle at a New Eng- 
land firemen’s contest, and a cry 
rose from our line. 

The other Germans rose and got 
their weapons ready. 

The first German had swept a 
front of twenty to thirty yards. In- 
fantrymen in the German trenches 
were preparing to come over and 
clean out our trench line by taking 
advantage of the surprise. 

But out of the ranks of company 
B sprang a corporal,. revolver in 
hand. Blinded by the glare and the 
fumes, and singed by the flame, he 
could not see the enemy, nor could 
his companions. 

‘Volley fire,” shouted the cor- 
poral. ' 

Machine guns, rifles, revolvers and 
hand grenades answered his electric 
cry. 

“Volley fire,” he shouted again and 
again, but his voice was killed by the 
rattling barrage. 

It only lasted-a few seconds. When 
the air cleared there were no fumes 
or flames. 

And then the American boys be- 
held a strange sight. From the 
ground in No Man’s Land a stream 
of flame was still rising, but it was 
directed to the rear, and in the light 
of it they saw the German line, and 
frightened Germans running, and 
they heard dying Germans scream- 
ing. They continued their fire. 
There was a panic in the German 
line. And still the flame from the 
ground in No Man’s Land kept flow- 
ing backwards, and the pool of burn- 
ing oil was spreading on the ground 
in the enemy sector. 

Later that night our men crawled 
out and looked for the first German 
flame thrower. But they could not 
bring his body in. Three hundred bul- 
lets had torn him up, and as he fell 
he brought a fitting retribution on 
his people. 

It was B company, also, which 
found another proof of their colonel’s 
asertions. In one of the minor at- 
tacks they captured a sniper, who, 
being questioned, said he had not 


‘been in that service very long and 


had never actually shot an Amerti- 
can. In order to prove his good 
faith he offered to go out and pick 
off two German snipers whose posts 
were known to him. 

The company commander was sus- 
picious, but let the German go under 
guard of an American. The German 
made good his promise. He killed 
two snipers and came back. When 


they asked him why he did it, he re- 
plied that he had had a clerical job 
in the army for three years because 
he was unfit to fight. Recently he, 
and many like him, were forced into 


I

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front line work, and this was his re- 
venge on the German military. In 
addition, he said he was a Saxon and 
that the two he.killed were Prus- 
sians. 


NOT BEAR 
THIS TIME. 


One of the most thrilling sniping 
experiences on the Vesle is that of 
Sergeant John Agnew, of. Carrick, 
Pa. Agnew had quite a local repu- 
tation as a crack shot, and was a 
hunter of bear and deer in the Penn- 
Sylvania woods and mountains. 
Naturally they made a sniper of him. 


The company front onthe Vesle 
was harassed by three German 
snipers. Every night and often 
during the day Agnew would: take 
his secret place and watch for them. 
And they would shoot at Agnew. It 
was a continual duel. ‘ 

One night Agnew’s eyes were a 
little sharper and Agnew’s hands a 
little firmer, and his aim therefore 
a little truer. One after another he 
killed the three German snipers. The 
last was so close to the American 
line that Agnew crawled out for him. 
The German was not yet dead. 

“You are’ the American sniper?” 
he said in English. 

Agnew told him he was. 

“Well, we have been trying to kill 
you for a long time. But you got me 
first,” the German replied. “I have 
no complaint. I am dying. Take 
these.” 

He gave Agnew a few souvenirs 
and died. 

“Rather a sport, for a German,” 
Agnew told me, “but, you see, he had 
lived in America.” 

“And how do you like sniping?” 

“To tell you the truth, it’s a little 
too personal. I’d much prefer the 
fun of killing bear and deer.” 

It- was in this peculiar fighting 
which is neither war of movement 
or war of trenches, that it was pos- 
sible for W. J. Dacy, of Springfield, 
Ill., to have a most unusual experi- 
ence, which probably is a record for 
human endurance in No Man’s Land. 
His story rivals that of the wounded 
British soldier who stayed in a 
shell hole for seven days, recovered, 
and was awarded the Victoria Cross 
by King George. 

Dacy. belongs to the — division, 
which held a certain sector in the 
early part of August. On the-sev- 
enth day of the month Dacy was in 
a-raiding party. A big shell fell 
near’ him, and although Dacy was 
unwounded, he was partly buried 
by the tons of dirt which rose with 
the fragments. 

On the 17th of August Dacy was 
rescued by ambulance boys, among 
whom were Sergeant (first class) 
William F. Martin, of Schenectady, 
N. Y., and Sergeant B. L. Keenan, 
of Johnsonburg, Pa. At that time 
the — division was occupying the 
front. Dacy had had only the hard- 


tack to eat and the water to drink| 


‘this. 


which he found on a dead German 
near him. 

I met Dacy on his way. back to 
rejoin his division. He had almost 
an inch of red hair on his face, and 
where no hair protected his head he 
was burned a flaming red by the 
sun, evidence corroborative of his 
statement. 


“When I fell and was buried,” he 
said, “I was not worried at all,’ be- 
cause, although I could only move 


one hand, I was sure my buddies. 


would pick me out coming back, or 
if they didn’t, well, someone would 
get me that evening. 


“But when it got dark and no 
American had been around, I 
squads, and I knew they would not 
hesitate to kill an American if they 
found him helpless as-I was. I 
kept awake all night, afraid to holler 
or even to move, and in the daytime 
I was worse scared to move. I was 
afraid even to shake my head when 
the flies were on me. The sun was 
terrible. 


“The second night I heard. a Ger- 
man patrol coming my way. I tried 
thought of the German bayonetting 
to free myself, but couldn’t. I 
thought if I could only get a gun I 
wouldn’t let them get me without 
getting one or two of them. But 
they passed by. 

“Every night the German patrols 
passed by. I was nearer their side 
than ours. The third night I began 
digging myself out with my free 
hand. I tried to-work without noise, 
and I quit every time I heard the 
German patrol coming. I was hun- 
gry something terrible, and the sun 
was baking me all day, but it was 
cool at night, and when they were 
shelling I could work without any 
noise of my making getting to the 
Heinies, but sometimes the shells 
came down around me and I was 
glad I was buried because I was 
safe anyway. 

“On the fourth night I was pret- 
ty near free and I could get hold of 
my: water bottle, “and that helped 
keep me going. The next night I 
was free. I walited for the German 
patrols to pass and then I crawled 
around. I found a dead German— 
he was awful—but I searched him 
and found some dried bread and 
some. more water. I didn’t know 
which way to go. I crawled around 
a then hid for the day in a shell 
ole. 


MAD 
FOR WATER. 


“I don't know how long 1 did 
The days and nights just came 
and went and I lost all track of ev- 
erything and I was getting more 
desperate and I was feeling very 
weak, but I didn’t know where the 
Americans were and I was afraid the 
Germans would get me if they saw 
me moving. I kept crawling around 
at night until I knew every hole in 
that country, and that dead German 
was awful. 


got so desperate I ‘just stood up 
and headed for somewhere. They 
say I was raving when I got near 
them, those ambulance stretcher 
boys, and maybe I was, I wanted 
water.” 

Martin and Keenen saw Dacy com- 
ing, and they called for him to lie 
down. The. stretcher bearers 
crawled out to him and. bronaght 
him in. .Dacy’s face was. swollen 
and his lips were cracked, but they 
fed him gradually and then took 
him in for examination by a doctor. 
The doctor said that Dacy had a 
mid-western American constitution 
or he would not have come,through 
his ordeal. 

The new form of warfare has 
brought an additional enemy to not 
only the infantry and artillery, but 
also to the transport, the ambulance 
sections, hospitals, headquarters, 
and, in fact, any group of men with- 
in fifteen or twenty kilometers of 
the front. The Germans are trying 
to hold up our advance by bombing 
and machine-gunning planes and to 
harass our troops trying to build 
protections. 


| Everyone in the northern part of 


France has experienced a German 
air raid, but there is considerable 
difference between the indiscriml- 
nate dropping of small bombs over 
London or Paris’ and an attack 
around Fismes when the Hun tilts 
the tail of his plane up and starts 
his machine gun pointing at you 
‘from a height of a hundred feet or 
so. On one occasion recently we 
saw thirty-two planes approaching. 
The 75 near us opened on them and 
they dispersed, made a detour, and 
then approached a convoy of which 
we were part, stretching several 
miles, and some horse artillery. — 

Almost at the same moment each 
German started his machine gun, and 
there was’a clutter of explosions in 
the air and little zips in the road as 


lthe bullets scattered the dust. Every- 


one took shelter, some under their 
trucks, some behind trees. An old 
French tank safeguarded four of us. 
keeping no less than ten bullets 
away. The horses suffered. They 
were an easy target and the wound- 
ing of a few caused a panic among 
the others. There were kicking 
horses on the ground and wounded 
horses dragging every way. The 
drivers braved the bullet shower and 
rounded them up, but the animals, 


although accustomed to the thunder 
of guns, would not quiet so. longeas 
the winged enemy was about. 


DRIVERS CHASED 
BY ENEMY AIRMEN. 


Three drivers who sought shelter 
in a little wood where the enemy 
‘would not see them, were chased by 
a German plane. They escaped the 
bullets, but the aviator wounded 
them with’ a hand grenade. Other 
instances of German planes chasing 
an individual soldier are being told. 
The cooks are the chief sufferers 
from enemy planes, for the Germans 
take especial delight in upsetting a 
soup kitchen with a 200-pound bomb. 
They delight in spoiling the men’s 
food. Little do they know how much 
of the fury of an American infantry 
attack is due to the resentment 
which follows. 

The use of gas, which helped the 
Germans at the beginning of their 
offensive, now turned into a defen- 
sive by the cyclonic happenings of a 
few weeks, is also a large factor in 
the present fighting. The Germans 
send over a few sneeze or vomit 
shells, which cause only inconven- 
fence. He follows up with mustard 
gas. If the infantryman or artillery- 
man has been foolish enough to dis- 
arrange his mask, the arrival of 
mustard gas will find him unable to 
retain his mask on his face. The re- 
sult is a casualty caused by care- 
lessness. 

We, in turn, now give the Ger- 
mans a double dose of gas every 
time. We have also got our guns 
up, and from the Vesle to the Aisne 
we hammer his bases, his reserves, 
his depots and his lines: of communi- 
cation. Our infantrymen say we give 
them 100 shells to theirone. That is 
an infantryman’s tribute to our ar- 
tillery, and means probably that we 
are giving Heinie four or five shells 
every time he fires one. 

We are all anxious to move again. 
When old Hindenburg said that open 
warfare would win the war, he spoke 
truer than he imagined. Stalemate 
in the trenches is not the American 
idea. Neither are we keen on the 
style which I have tried to describe 
here and to illustrate. The war for 
our men is a succession of rivers. 
They crossed the Marne, then the 
Ourcq, then the Vesle, and their 
minds are on the Aisne—but their
